Released His Friends. 

Morton Turnér, of Brooks county, 
who had announced his candidacy for 
the speakership, several weeks ago re- 
leased his friends from their pledges 
in his behalf.

After making up his mind to tell the 
truth, Cocchi talked freely and without 
reserve and gave full details of his 
crime, including the burial of Miss 
Cruger’s body.

PAN-RUSSIAN CONGRESS 
TAKES RADICAL ACTION 


Continued From First Page 


the population to remain calm and de- 
claring that any attempt at violence 
would be rigorously suppressed. On 
their part the Pan-Russian Congress 
of soldiers’ and workmen's delegates, 
the executive of the peasants’ congress, 
and the executives of other socialist 
and workmen’s parties also placarded 
an appeal urging the troops not to go 
on the streets, and urging them to ab- 
stain from any demonstration during 
Saturday, Sunday and Monday, declar- 
ing that disorders can only work for a 
counter revolution for which the “dark 
forces” are only awaiting a favorable 
moment to take action against the na- 
tional lfberty. 
Indications of Improvement. 

In spite of the disorders at Se- 
bastopol and anarchist threats here 
there are indications of a mark- 
ed improvement in the situation 
with a growing support of the govern- 
ment and a growing animosity against 
the forces which make for disintegra- 
tion of the army. : 

The resolution passed Thursday by 


the Pan-Russian congress of councils 
of deputies is regarded as a signal de- 
feat for the extremists and pacifists, 
the motion supporting the provisional 
government being passed by a majority 
of more than four to one. The fur- 
ther significant resolution admits that 
the transfer of all power to the democ- 
racy would weaken the revolution. This 
is the democracy’s own admission that 
it needs the Knowledge and experi- 
ence of the educated classes. 

By declaring for the “speedy attain- 
ment of a general peace, and at the 
same time for an increase in the fight- 
ing capacity of the army,” the congress 
tacitly repudiated the program of a 
separate peace. Equally important was 
the unmanimous vote of the peasants 
congress, representing 130,000,000 peo- 
ple, approving the expulsion of the Ger. 
man pacifist agent, Robert Grimm, and 
inviting volunteers to enter the army 
and strengthen it by their example, 

Speeches of similar tenor in the Cos- 
sack congress were still more emphatic 
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so much so that the extremist anar- 
chist organs today speak of the “res- 
urrection of the Nagaika,” the (Cos- 
eack whip formerly used for suppress- 
ing disturbances. A representative of 
the Amur Cossacks declared that 8.000.- 
000 Cossacks were ready to fight on 
support of the revolution. A repre- 
sentative of the Kuban Cossacks added: 

“We shall support the provisional 
government if necessary with rifles 
and swords.” | 

A delegate from the Ukraine, for- 
merly the location of the famous Sa- 
poroo Cossacks, declared that his coun- 
trymen would gs side-by-side with 
the Cossacks until Germany was beaten 
into dust. 


ROOT MEETS 
MOSCOW LEADERS. 


Moscow, June 23.—The American 
commission headed by Elihu Root, for 
the first time since their arrival in 
Russia, made the formal acquaintance 
of the representatives of the workmen 
and soldiers. Conferences were held 
with the Moscow leaders of all the 
political and industrial factions com- 
monly grouped under the term prole- 
tariat. Within a few hceurs of the 
arrival of the commission Mr. Root had 
delivered two stirring addresses, the 
first to the associated committees of 
Moscow and the gecond to the mu- 
nicipal duma, which eathered in spe- 
cial session to greet the Americans. 

In both meetings Mr. Root was 
warmly received and his repeated 
declarations that America had faith 
in Russia’s ability and determination to 
wage to the end the war of democracy 
against German militarism, brought an 
immediate response from all the fac- 
tions represented to the effect that 
Russia would not lay down her arms 
while German autocracy or any other 
obstacle imperilled the continued, ex- 
istence and safety of the newly won 
freedom of the Russian people. 

Perhaps the most dramatic and sig- 
nificant episode of the day occurred 
when a common soldier who is presi- 
dent of the Moscow soldiers and depu- 
ties in the municipal duma, rose in 
response to Mr. Root’s appeal to Rus- 
sia and in ringing tones said they 
would do their duty. In answer to Mr. 
Root’s declaration of. confidence in the 
Russian character and people and his 
conclusion that people who were will- 
ing to sacrifice hundreds of thousands 
of men for the emperor would be will- 
ing to make even. greater sacrifices 
for nationality and liberty, the ,sol- 
dier said. 

“We have had a history full of sor- 
row; yet we have derived enough 
strength out of oppression to gain our 
liberty.

WATSON ADDRESSES 
ANTI-DRAFT MEETING

The anti-draft meeting held here to-

ing counties. The speaking was in 
the courthouse, and many people were 
crowded out. 

There were speeches by Thomas E. 
Watson, Major C. E. McGregor, of War- 
renton, and others. 

Mr. Watson was the principal speak- 
er, and spoke at length, giving his 
opinion as to the constitutionality of 
the conscription law and citing. prece- 
dents in support of his *position. He 
also discussed_the issues involved and 
causes that brought about the great 
world war. 3 

Will Represent Law Resisters. 


Mr. Watson charged that th@ con- 
scription act was unconstitutional and 
offered to plead the case of any person 
prosecuted for resisting the draft. He 
said that only a volunteer army should 
be sent abroad and that he would let 
Roosevelt go with his volunteers, but 
would not take the boys from their 
homes and send them to a foreign soil, 
when the transgression against us was 
on the sea and should be fought there. 

He declared that conscription would 
not be so bad, if it were to repel in- 
vasion, but, in that case, he added, it 
would not be necessary. He scoffed at 
the idea that America was threatened 
with invasion. He read and referred at 
length to law on the subject laid down 
by standard authorities, Blackstone, 
Hassell and others, and many times 
referred to the language of the consti- 
tution of the United States in regard 
to treason. 

He said that government agents were 
in town watching him and he _ hoped 
that his every utterance would be tak- 
en down correctly. He had men fol- 
lowing his speech word for word, he 
continued, and it would soon be pub- 
lished. 

The speaker declared that he had had 
nothing whatever to do with calling the 
meeting, but was merely giving his 
views as requested and using his right 
of free speech. He charged that mil- 
lions had been made out of the war by 
the trusts, whose heads had no con- 
science, and that the sudden change in 
the policy of the president immediately 
followed his second inauguration. He 
had always been against Germany and 
Prussianism: and believed in open seas 
enforced by the naval arm of the gov- 
ernment. 

Civil War Conscription. 


Major McGregor confined himself to 
explaining the operation of conscrip- 
tion in the Confederate army. He said 
that those thén forced to serve were 
already in the ranks but their enlist- 
ments had expired. It was in the third 
year of the war, he declared, and after 
the second battle of Manassas that the 
Eighth Georgia stood guard over the 
gallant Seventh until they would con- 
sent to re-enlist. 

Order prevailed throughout the meet- 
ing, though there were a number of 
lively discussions and considerable en- 
thusiasm was manifested. A resolution 
was offered by Will Walton, of Jeffer- 
son county, to be telegraphed to Geor- 
gia senators and congressmen, that 
they support the Mason amendment 
now pending, providing that no person 
should be conscripted and sent abroad 
against his will. 

A substitute was offered by J. L. Cart- 
ledge, of Richmond county. The reso- 
lution as adopted follows: 

“Whereas, this mass-meeting of citizens 
of Thompson, Ga., assembled for the pur- 
pose of ciscussion of certain rights guar- 
anteed under the constitution of the state

@gador, “may I state that Russia rejects 
any idea of a separate peace.

No previous incident of the war has 
stirred the senate and house to such 
enthusiasm. Senators and representa- 
tives who had restrained their ap- 
plause at the pearance of Marshal 
Joffre and Fovten Secretary Balfour 
threw away all, reserve and cheered 
the Russian envoy to the echo. 

_ Speaking in English, the ambassa- 
dor recounted first Russia’s rule under 
autocracy and then the story of the 
political regeneration. The demoeracy, 


relentlessly, he declared, has won the 
support of ‘the Russian people, and is 
opposed only by small groups of ex- 
tremists. 

Clark Welcomes the Mission. 

No less enthusiastic than the recep- 
tion given the Russian leader was that 
accorded Speakér Clark when he wel- 
comed the mission.

RUSSIAN SOLDIERS © 
ALIVE TO NECESSITY 
OF CONTINUING WAR 


Washington, June 23.—The Russian 
army has proved to its own satisfac- 
tion the vital necessity of crushin 
German militarism, Lieutenant Genera 
Wladimir Roop, military head of the 
Russian mission, said here today. 

The long period of calm on the Rus-| 
sian front, he said, caused, first, by ter- | 
rible weather conditions, and, second, | 
by illusions that revolution also would 
permeate Germany, now is ended. Dia- 
cipline has been restored, the munitions 
supply is once more flowing and the 
weather is advantageous for operations. 

“The attention of the army in the 
trenches,” the general said, “was natu- 
rally turned aside by the events that 
were changing the political organiza- 
tion of the country, all the more as 
these events coincided with the usual 
calm of the Russian front during the 
winter months. It is small wonder 
that the people, unaccustomed to the 
freedom they had just conquered, could 
not conceive at once the necessary in- 
terdependence of freedom and disci- 


ine. 

“All the more,” the general contin- 
ued, “it is small wonder because the 
peaceful inclination of the Ruesian 
people led them to believe that so great 
an event as the revolution would be 
immediately followed by similar revo- 
lutions among our enemies with a sim- 
llar change in their political o i- 
zation resulting in the full overthrow 
of German militarism and the refusa] 
of the German democracy to continue 
their imperialistic war. 

‘Such ideas eventually led to the so- 
called fraternization that has so stirred 
the allies and all thinking people in 
Russia and which has heen most se- 
verely rebuked by the government and 
the eat majority of the nation. Such 
illusions did not promote the energetic 
activity of our army. On the contrary, 
they inclined it to accept expecting 
attitude. But their illusions were not 
realized, 

Deceived by Germans. 

“Not only were they deceived by the 
Germans, but our enemies even tried 
to make profit of their confidence for 
the sake of their imperialistic aims. It 
then became clear that the only way to 
attain guarantees of a lasting world 
peace is to ¢rush with arms e Ger- 
man imperialistic system. 

“The common sense of the Russian 
soldiers makes them eee that they are 
mda only if they keep together, en- 
ergetically supporting the provisional 
government in its defense of Russia's 
young liberty, all the more because our 
amny, renewed and restored on demo- 
cratic principles, gives now to every- 
one full opportuity to succeed in his 
military career independent of his 
former position, origin, or religion, and 
with regard only to capabilities. 

“The provisional government, assim- 
ilating all the Interests of our country, 
recognizes that only a firm hand can 
lead free Russia the right way, and is 
taking all possible measures to dis- 
perse the misunderstandings in_ the 
army that have témporarily hindered 
her offensive. This is fully indicated 
in the appointment as war minister of 
Mr. Kerensky, who has often shown 
himself to be in favor of the energetic 
and active continuation of the struggle 
for universal peace in accordance with 
our allies, and strongly denies, as well 
as all his colleagues of the coalition 
ministry, the faintest possibility of 
separate peace. 

‘Just as energetic a supporter of the 
war is the actual commander-in-chief 
of the Russian armies, General Brussi- 
loff, who has frequently remarked to 
me that we are now hearing about op- 
erations and emall offensives of our 
forces. His answer to General Rob- 
ertson was, ‘In honor bound free Rua- 
sia's armies will not fail to do their 
duty.’”’ 


INCOME TAX IS PAID 
FOR THE STATE ROAD 


The Nashville, Chattanooga and 8&t. 
Louis railroad has paid the comp- 
troller general, for the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, which it leases from 
the state of Georgia, its annual in- 
come tax, which this year amounts to 
$3,607.08, as against $2,667.18 for last 
year, thus showing an increase in the 
net income of the road. 

This tax, under the terms of the 


present lease, is one-half of one per 
cent of the net income of the road, 
which shows a net income for the year 
ending May 1, 1917, of $721,416.61. 

The gross income of the Western 
and Atlantic is shown as $3,375,778.80, 
while the road’s expenses are $2,654,- 
362.19. Extraordinary expenses of 
$285,016.37 are not deduct from the 
gross income in getting the net on 
which the tax is based.

NEW UNIVERSITY 


Lanier University, With 


Dr. C. Lewis Fowler as‘: 


President, to Open Here 
in September. 


Atlanta is fast becoming the cen- 
ter of learning in the south through 
the establishment here of splendid 
universities and colleges, and now in 
addition to those which have already 
been founded, comes the announcement 
that Lanier university, an institution 
under the leadership of Baptists, is to 
be located in Atlanta. 


Lanier university is to be a co-edu- 
cational institution of higher learn- 
ing, and will open for its first session 
on September 11, in temporary quar- 
ters at 614 Peachtree street. While 


in character, the dormitories will be 
open only to women for the first two 
or three years, although provision will 
be made fora very large day patronage, 
both men and women. 


Dr. ©. Lh. Fowler President. 


Dr. C. Lewis Fowler, one of the 
south’s well-known educators, has been 


made president of the new university, 
and a charter has been applied.for. Dr. 
Fowler has been prominent in college 


work for nine years, and for the past | 


three years has been president of one 
of the leading colleges for women of 
the state. 

The university is to be operated by 
a self-perpetuating board of trustees. 
Dr. O. L. Jones has been elected field 
secretary and business manager of the 
university, and a strong faculty has 
been engaged. Among the members 
of the faculty who will be associated 
with Dr, Fowler are the following: 

Miss Emory Todhunter, of Randolph- 
Macon; Dr. Arnold H. Fouchee, of Ar- 
cadia college; Dr, Allison A. Pringle, of

North, Miss Effie Lou Walker and sev- 
eral others. 


Must Be Co-educational. 


After a careful study of standard 
colleges and the drift of educational 
matters in general, Dr. Fowler, to- 
gether with other leading Baptistg, be- 
came convinced that the colleges of 
the future which are to render the 
largest service to the people must be 


' co-educational in nature and must be 


located in or near the great centers of 
population. It was these conclusions 
which resulted, after conference and 
committee meetings, in the final de- 
cision to launch such a university in 
this city. 

For the first two or three years some 
academy work will be introduced into 
the institution, although this will be 
gradually eliminated. A standard four- 
year college course will be offered, but 
no literary seniors will be taken the 
first year. The university will special- 
ize in domestic science, it being the pur- 
pose of the board to establish a real 
teachers’ training college for those who 
wish to prepare as domestic science 
teachers. One of the strongest con- 
servatories of music in the south will 
also be established. A strong teachers’ 
college will be established and night 
classes will be offered to ambitious 
students who wish to better their con- 
dition. 

The university will be divided into 
quarterly sessions, running every 
month in the year, to enable students 
to go any season of the year and take 
courses looking to graduation. Night 
courses will also be offered by the uni- 
versity. 

The building committee will decide 
on a permanent location in Atlanta for 
the institution by August 15, and it is 
the purpose of the board to have the 
new buildings and permanent campus 
ready for occupancy by September 15, 
1919. Until that time the university 
will be operated at its temporary lo- 
cation on Peachtree street. 


Mrs. Futrelle Won 
Suit for Damages 
* By Constitution Aid

Washington, June 23.—(Special.)— 
Mrs. Jacques Futrelle, formerly of At- 
lanta, whose husband was lost with the 
Titanic, has just compromised a suit 
against the Universal Film company 


'for $2,500 as damage for the unau- 


thorized use by that company of “The 
Haunted Bell.” This story was writ- 
ten by Mr. Futrelle and appeared in The 
Saturday Evening Post. The moving 
picture corporation sought permission 
to dramatize the story for the films. 
Mrs. Futrelle refused her permission. 
Later the company advertised a moving 
picture play by this title which was 
scheduled to appear at moving picture 
theaters throughout the south. 

“The Constitution furnished the final 
convincing argument that enabled us to 
force a settlement from the Universal 
company,” said Mrs. Futrelle today. “My 
mother, who lives in Atlanta, wrote to 
me in April of last year that she had 
seen advertisements to the effect that 
Jacques’ ‘Haunted Bel)’ was to be shown 
at one of the local theaters. I obtain- 
ed a copy of The Constitution adver- 
tisement which announced that the play 
had been filmed from my husband's 
story. When the Universal people 
later denied it we produced this evi- 
dence and effected a settlement.” 

Mrs. Futrelle is herself an author of 
note and her stories are appearing fre- 


-quently in the leading magazines of

The forecast of the greatness of these 
fields was first made as far as it is 
known, by Professor O. H. DeLamorton, 
a graduate of mineralogy and geology 
of Professor DeVoe’s college at Paris, 
France, requiring six years’ time, in- 
cluding four years’ active work and in- 
vestigation in Baku oil fields, Russia; 
also a graduate of a university of 
mineralogy, of Berlin, Germany, and a 
graduate of Dr. Hart’s scientific labo- 
ratory of London, England, and of Van 
Bloe’s Laboratory of Research, of Vien- 
na, Austria. Professor DeLamorton, 
who is one of the most ‘widely known 
and experienced geologists in the world, 
at this early date made forecast of the 
future greatness of the oil and gas pros- 
pects near Mobile, and in his reports 
stated that the oil fields near Mobile 
would be when developed the largest 
in the United States, if not in the 
world. 

Professor DeLamorton has spent 
forty years in making examinations and 
conducting researches and investiga- 
tions in the Baku oil fields of Russia, 
in the Butler oil fields of Pennsylvania, 
the gas fields of Medicine Hat, Canada,

In a letter to Governor-elect Dorsey 
Mr. Park urges that attention be called | 
in the inaugural address of the new!

“Since the ridiculous educational re- 
strictions in the archaic state consti- 
tution of Georgia render it at least 
doubtful if the state can appropriute 
money to. the schools from the regular 
property tax, except for instruction in 
the elementary branches of an English 
education, I suggest that the legislature 
propose an amendment to the constitu- 
tion if necessary to make legal this 
additional appropriation to meet the 
Smith-Hughes fund, fr else set aside 
from the rental of the Westefn and At- 
lantic railroad as much as may be nec- 
essary to secure this federal appro- 
priation. Half of the rental of the 
state road must be devoted ta educa- 
tion, without the limitation of funds 
derived from the ad valorem taxes, and 
I recommend, therefore, that one of the 
two suggestions be adopted. 

“This federal appropriation is for the 
education of our young people, princi- 
pally of high school age, in agricultural, 
industrial and home economic subjects. 
I hope nothing will be allowed to stand 
Oy way of making this fund avail- 
able.”’ 

The Smith-Hughes bill was fathered 
in the house by Dudley M. Hughes, for- 
merly representative in congress from 
the Twelfth Georgia district, who de- 
voted his energies unstintedly during 
his last two years in congress to the 
perfection of the measure.

In the summer of 1916 half a dozen 
progressive men of Decatur and DeKalb 
county conceived what was known as 
the One-Day Fair. Under the presi- 
dency of Charles D. McKinney and with 
the able assistance of Raymund Daniel, 
then secretary of the Decatur Board of 
Trade, preparations went forward. As 
a result more than 30,000 people were in 
Decatur for that one day; more than 
10,000 men, women and children were 
given a free basket dinner by the wom- 
en of Decatur. 

In 1917, with the courthouse burned 
to the ground, the second fair 
waa held, this time for two days. Less 
than three weeks’ preparation resulted 
in an attendance of about 10,000 per day 
for two days. Again Charles D. McKin- 
ney was at the helm, with Walter Dan- 
lels as his secretary. 

From these two efforts sprang the 
DeKalb County Fair association, a cor- 
poration with $10,000 capital stock. 
George R. Jones, of Jones & Ramspeck, 
is president; Frank McMaster, of the 
Suburban Gas & Electric Co., vice presi- 
dent; W. C. McLain, of the Bank of De-

Fair Site Purchased. 

A fair site of ten acres, situated on 
the Stone Mountain car line in De- 
catur, has been purchased by the asso- 
ciation. Here buildings will be erected 
and a permanent fair of five days will 
be held October 9-13. A premium list of 
more than $1,000 is being issued. 
Bounded on the south by the Stone 
Mountain car line, on the north by Davis 
street, with McDonough on the east and

These gates, a 
gift. of the Exposition Cotton mills, of 
Atlanta, were used at the main  en- 
trances of the old Cotton States expo- 
sition in Atlanta in 1881. They carry a 
story of pluck and achievement, and will 
be preserved by the DeKalb County fair 
for their historic and intrinsic value. 

W. J. Sayward, official architect of 
the Southeastern fair, is in charge of 
the physical drrangements of the De- 
Kalb fair and now is busy making a 
survey and laying out the grounds. Mr. 
Sayward will preserve every tree on the 
grounds, and the buildings will be placed 
with this in mind. 

Beauty Considered First. 


One thing the men who are working 
on this newest proposition in Denalv 
county are determined on, and that is 
that never will there be erected in De- 
catur what was commonly known as a 
fair ground. Unsightly board fences, 
ramshackle barns and cattle sheds will 
never be seen here. Instead there will 
be buildings which may be used the 
year round. An entirely new type of 
fair buildings is being planned. hese 
will be so constructed that during the 
spring, summer and fall they may be 
used for chautauquas, for band con- 
certs, Sonstes pavilions, all-day sing- 
ings, political meetings and any other 
meeting of a public nature. There will 
be a wading pool and swings for the 
little tots, a swimming pool open and 
free to ere boy in DeKalb county. A 
baseball field and tennis courts will 
follow. Fifty weeks in the year these 
beautiful grounds will be free and open 
to the people of De..alb county for pic- 
nics and recreation of whatsoever na- 
ture they may be desired. And this is 
only the beginning of the story. 

The absurd notion that a fair ground 
could not be ueéd but for fair purposes 
and Dut two weeks in the year, ig be- 
son I proven false. No treeless, sun- 
baked, wind-swept fair ground will 

reet the eye, but instead, there will 
be a beautiful park, where the chatter 
of the squirrel and the ea of the 
bird will mingle with childish laughter. 

Purposes of Fair. 

DeKalb county fair has but one ex- 
cuse for its existence, and that is to 
build a better, a happier county. For 
one week each year he who produces 
will come here to exhibit the results of 
his brain and brawn. Already a won- 
derful county, the fair management 
intends to herald DeKalb’s fame over 
the land. DeKalb leads the entire 
state in road mileage, having 1,415 
miles of public roads and in the neigh- 
borhood of 200 steel bridges. There 
are between 400 and 500 dairies in the 
county, 364 of which were registered 
in Atlanta last year. Her truck farms 
are unnumbered. She is the home of 
Agnes Scott, Emory and Oglethorpe; 
East Lake and Druid Hille clubs are 
within her bounds.

Governor Harris has received orders 
from Secretary of War Baker calling 
into the federal: service Batteries B, of . 
Atlanta, and C, of Savannah, of the first 
battalion, Georgia field artillery. These 
units are to proceed to the training 
camp at Fort McPherson, upon receipt 
of orders from General Leonard Wood, 
commanding the department of the 
southeast. 

The Georgia field artillery was mus- 
tered out of the federal service upon

SOLDIER WHO KILLED 
WIFE WISHES TO KANG 


posed Suicide, Too, and 
Wants to Die. 


Rome, Ga., June 23.—(Special.)—Bar- 
tow Goodwin, a young soldier from 
Fort McPherson, who while on a fur- 
lough yesterday morning, shot and 
killed his wife at the home of her 


father, Jesse Stubbs, in Polk county, 
said when placed in jail here that he 
killed her because she would not live 
with him and that he hoped he would 
be hung for the crime. 

His story was as follows: 

“My wife and I had been married 
about seven years. We had two chil- 
dren, both girls. The eldest accidental- 
ly met death several months ago. Two 
months ago I was without work and 
told my wife I would go to Atlanta to 
get a job, and would send for her and 
the child. She agreed, but went to 
her father and brothers and told them 
I had cursed her and threatened to 
leave her. 

“IT found work in an Atlanta cotton 
mill and after drawing my first week’s 
salary returned to get her, but she 
insisted-on staying with her father. I 
returned to Atlanta and joined the 
army and was sent to Fort McPherson, 
where I had been about a month. 
“On Thursday I was granted a leave 
of absence to visit my wife, and on 
Friday morning I went to her father’s 
home, where she was living. She kiss- 
ed me, as did also my little girl, but 
warned me that my father-in-law and 
her brothers would kill me if I was 
seen on the place. 

Sheets His Wife. 


“Believing that my wife didn’t care 
for me any longer, I decided to kill 
her first and then blow out my own 
brains. I saw her father’s shotgun on 
the wall in the room where we were 
talking. I reached for it, and fired 
one shot into her heart. The plunger 
on the other barrel was broken, and 
before I could change the load to the 
first chamber to fire again my wife's 
brother came into the room and took

On his arrest Goodwin was first taken 
to the Polk county jail at Cedartown, 
but a large number of men assembled 
in front of the jail, and threats are 
said to have reached Sheriff Lyons. 
It was decided to bring the man to the 
Rome jail for safe keeping, and he was 
slipped out the back way, placed in 
Sheriff Schith’s auto and hurried here.

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EDUCATE CONVICTS 
SAYS PRISM HEAD 


George W. Kirchwey, Suc- 
cessor of Thomas M. Os- 
borne, Says Cave-Man 
Idea of Revenge Should Be 
Discarded. 


By Nell Freeman. 

That education—of the mind, 
body and the soul—is the salvation of 
the convict, and, proportionately, of 
society, is the impression which I gath- 
ered from a brief talk with Dr. George 
W. Kirchwey, the man who was ap- 
pointed by Governor Whitman to fill 
out the unexpired term of Thomas Mott 
Osborne at Sing Sing, and who carried 
on Osborne's work there in a manner 
which has received praise all over 
the country. 

Dr. Kirchwey was formerly professor 
of law at Columbia university, New 
York. He deale with the convict queées- 
tion without sentimentalism or sobs. 
He discusses the convict as one might 
discuss any other economic problem, 
and considers the treatment of the con- 
vict from the viewpoint of mass bet- 
terment, and not individual punishment 
or expiation. 

Dr. Kirchwey, who came to Atlanta 
for the Rotary convention, with J. C. 
Logan, of the Associated Charities, has 
been looking over the prieons of this 
vicinity for several days. He stated 
that he did not feel qualified to offer 
any criticisms of the system in vogue 
here, having made such a hurried and 
superficial survey, but he discussed con- 
ditions generally, and gave it as his 
opinion that the modern treatment of 
the convict can be successfully carried 
eut in any community, if it is han- 
dled properly and improvements made 
gradually. 


Conditions Differ. ; 

“Of course, the situation in the south 
is different to that in the east,” he 
said. “You have the negro, and your 
convicts are of a lower caliber than 
those of the east and north, Dut even 
so, the new idea of reformation instead 
of expiation can be applied.” eaid Dr. 
Kirchwey. “We have passed the day 
ef the cave-man. Revenge is not sanc- 


tioned by the law or by society. A 
man is confined in prison in order that 
he may become fitted for a life among 
good citizens. Under the old system, 
a man is only made worse by a term 
in jail. Mere labor cannot reform a 
man, nor can it fit him for earning 
a decent livelihood. He must be edu- 
cated—and by education J mean voca- 
tional training of the very highest kind 
—-book education if the convict will 
take it.” 

Dr. Kirehwey declared that working 
convicts on the roads was not sufficient 
to accomplish the higher purposes of 
criminal administration. 

“Under present existing conditions 
here, I should say that the system is 
fairly good,” he declared, “but it is 
only an intermediary step to something 
higher and more effective. There are 
very few of the 3,000 men who pass 
through the bars of Sing Sing every 
year who are fitted for any specific 
trade—and most of them are under 
twenty-five. We get them young, and 
we keep them until they are old. 

“But under the new system of self- 
government, we make them feel re- 
sponsibility, we teach them how to do a 
certain kind of work, and do it well. 
The result is that when they leave 
the prison, instead of feeling that their 
‘debt’ to society has been paid and that 
they are free to go out and incur more 
indebtedness by the commission of fur- 
ther crimes, the convicts go back upon 
society feeling that they are obligated 
to the state, that they have received 
something in return for which they 
must live decent lives. 


Grade of Goods Low. 


“At present, the grade of convict- 
made goods is very low—they are shod- 
dy, carelessly manufactured, and no- 
body wants to buy anything made in a 
prison. But this can be changed. Why, 
in the Philippine Islands, when a man 
is discharged from the state prison 
he is given a card certifying that he 
has completed his training in his par- 
ticular trade. That man, convict 
though he has been, can command work 
anywhere, in preference to others, be- 
cause it is known that the training 
he has received has been of the best 
there is, and that none but the best 
workman possesses such a certificate 
from the prison. 

“If such a condition as that can ex- 
ist in the Philippines, with the low 
intellect of the people, surely we can 
have such conditions here if ‘we strive 
for them.” 

Dr. Kirchwey commented very high- 
ly on the changed attitude of organized 
labor toward convict-made goods from 
Sing Sing, and stated that labor leaders 
had promised him every aid in their 
power, declaring that they would not 
only recognize as union men those who 
had received the proper vocational train- 
ing within the walls of Sing Sing, but 
would advance money for the dues of 
those convicts until they might secure 
work. 

“Your federal prison here impresses 
me very favorably,” said Dr. Kirchwey. 
“It seems to be well conducted. Mr. 
Zerbst, the warden, comes to the work 
with a fresh, unhampered mind, which 
breathes into his work an effectiveness 
which is gometimes lacking in those 
who have grown up in the service, and 
are bound ‘by rules and pretedents.” 

The “Honor System.” 

Asked whether he thought the “honor 
system” might be inaugurated _ here, 
Dr. Kirchwey said: 

“Of course, on the road work, there 
mighf= some difficulty. I am not 
quaWmed yet to express an opinion on 
that, because this is my first real visit 
to the south. But as to the federal 
prison, I see no reason whatever why it 
should not work euccessfully there, I 
think the men confined there are of 
sufficient intelligence to appreciate and 
profit by it.” 

Asked for his opinion of the “con- 
vict lease-system,” he declared that, 
although he had not seen the system 
in actual operation, he “had never 
heard anybody say a good word about 
ag 

Dr. Kirchwey expressed himself as 
being extremely interested in prison 
conditions in the south, and stated 
that he would probably find it possible 
to arrange a trip in the near future 
when he would have time to go thor- 
oughly into the situation. 

As to Dr. Kirchwey himself, one is 
iropressed with his scientific outlook, 
his deep understanding of men and con- 
ditions,. hig lack of rock-bound theory, 
and his human, though decidedly un- 
eentimental, attitude. He is a won- 
derfully gripping talker, and almost 
every sentence of his discussion of the 
convict situation was a text.

Mr. Nespor gave out the following 
statement Saturday, which explains the 
purpose of the commission and how it 
intends to go about its work: 


The commission is made up, Mr. Nespor 
said yesterday, of Raymond B. Fosdick, 
chairman; Lee F. Hanmer, Thomas J. 
Howells, Joseph Lee, Malcolm lL, McBride, 
John R. Mott, Charlies P. Neill, Major P. 
E. Pierce and Joseph E. Raycrott. 

The work of the commission is divided 
into three parts, To the Y¥. M. C. A. has 
been assigned certain duties within each 


camp, especially the establishment of their . 


famous recreation buildings which have 
been so successfully carried on by them in 
camps on the Mexican border and in the 
military and prison camps of Europe. There 
will be one such building for each brigade, 
with books and magazines, games, mov- 
ing pictures and other educational and’ 
[recreational activities. There will be five 
men in charge of each building. 

The second. branch of the work will be 
to ald in the exclusion of vice and vicious 
resorts from the neighborhood of each 
camp. 

Homesickness and Depression. | 

The third branch of the work is of a 
more positive sort. It is the belief of the 
commission that a purely negative policy 
as regards conditions outside the camps 
would come very far from meeting the 
needs of the situation. The underlying 
cause of the great and obvious evils which 
have attende the establishment of train- 
ing camps in Europe and this country—the 
real disease of which these evils have mere- 
ly been the symptoms—has been the result 
of the cutting off of the men in the camps 
from normal social intercourse and recrea- 
tion and especially of the breaking off of 
those irelations to home and friends, to 
church, to employment, to social and busi- 
ness associates and to the other sex, of 
which a normal! and healthy life so largely 
consists. The resulting evils include not 
merely vice and dissipation and their gon- 
sequences, but homesickness, depression 
and a general loss of moral and physical 
tone, which ig almost equally serious. 

Moreover, the commission does not con- 
sider it enough that a great educational 
enterprise in this country—such as the 
estabilghment of these training camps for 
young men represents—should barely avoid 
the wholesale propagation of physical dis- 
ease and moral deterioration. America de- 
mands something more than,that, We 
must make these men stronger in every 
sense—more fit, morally, mentally and 
physically, than they have ever been in 
their lives—or it will have to be said of 
us that, like every other nation that has 
encountered the problem of the training 
camp, we also have failed in its solution. 

As to the means by which this positive 
good is to be accomplished, they are mapy 
and various. Perhaps the most important 
single method is in keeping alive the link 
between. each soldier and his home. Fred- 
erick Law Olmsted gave as the conclusion 
of his long and active service on the sani- 
tary commission during the civil war that 
the two great influences in keeping the 
men well were singing and letters from 
home. Better even than lette®%™ from home 
will be, where it is possible, the actual 
presence near the camps of members of the 
soldier’s family, and one thing which it is 
oped every community near a training 
camp will do is to make every possible 
provision, through a careful census of its 
lodging accommodations and perhaps 
through the provision of special quarters 
for the accommodations of soldiers’. fanii- 
lies who desire to settle for longer ofr 
Shorter period in the neighborhood, 

Relations in 

Equally important is the relation between 
the. ee in the mps and the local com- 
munity itself. ere every sort of natural 
relations should be. established. Churches 
should make the soldiers of their reapective 
denominations feel not only that they are 
welcome, but that they are members of 
whom active participation is desired. The 
men might be asked to serve ag ushers, to 
address the Sunday scheol classes, the Boy 
Scouts—the latter would highly appreciate 
having a real soidier to talk to them—some- 
times even to preach. 

The same principle applies to every lodge, 
college society or business association. Clubs, 
settiements, recreation centers, organizations 
of every sort should be open to soldiers not 
merely as outaidera, but as participants. 

Social occasions where the soldier wil! 
meet girls and women under natural and 
wholesome conditions will be especially im- 

ortant. Officers and men should be asked 

Oo receptions, dances, outings and parties of 
all sorts; for instance, by the various 
churches to which they belong, by other or- 
ganizations and by private sitineme. And here 
again they should be invited not merely to 
receive, but to give 

If a regiment has a good band or glee 
club it should be asked to give,a concert. 
If it has put on a good show in the camp 
it should be asked to repeat it in the town. 
Or it may be invited to give a set of games 
or to take part in an athletic series. Always 
it is participation, expression, the active 
rather than the passive form of recreation 
and of membership that counts 

Closer social between soldiers 
and families or individuals in the com- 
munity cannot be forced. They must come 
as a by-product of the various social occa- 
sions that will be established. 

At Disposal of Men. 

The public resources of the community 
should be placed at the disposal of officers 
and men. Playgrounds, gymnasiums, swim- 
ming pools should be open to them. Libra- 
ries, museums and other public buildings 
might well extend their Saturday afternoon 
hours and be open Sunday—the soldiers’ one 
day off. Recreation centers should be util- 
ized for their entertainment and for enter- 
tainments given by them. To all public 
places the uniform should be a ticket of ad- 
mission. Possibly the schools can lend teach- 
ers for courses in history or foreign lan- 
guages, and (especially important in keep- 
ing > the men’s relations to their own busi- 
ness life at home) for trade instruction which 
the Y. M. C. A. will undoubtedly furnish 
within the camps. The city may perhaps 
itself take part by furnishing official recep- 
tions for the soldiers, showing them the com- 
munity has faith in them, and by organizing 
community singing on an inspiring scale (a 
matter to which the commission is devoting 
especial attention). 

The young girls of the conmimunity. wil! 
naturally and rightly take a great inter- 
est in the soldiers, want to meet them and 
give them a good time, and it should be the 
endeavor of every church and every social 
organization, through the young women who 
are the natural leaders of these girls, to 
help them to do this effectively and in the 
best and most desirable way. A good plan 
which it is hoped will be adopted in many 
communties will be to foster among giris 
various activities for keeping themselves fit 
and strong and for helping directly itn the 
war, such as more expert housekeeping, 
gardening, hospital and Red Cross work, 
hygiene and &athietics. The schools might 
keep open in summer for teaching some of 
these things. The Girl Scouts and Camp 
Fire Girls can be of great assistance for 
those under 16 years old and similar groups 
of giris above that age should also be 
tormed along somewhat the same lines. 
The commission hopes to be ale to send to 
communities in the neighborhood of camps 
trained women workers who can advise on 


relations 


this and other kinds of work for girls, hav- 


ing a direct bearing on the war. 
Community Responsible. 

The adoption and carrying out of the 
program above outlined in each community 
in the neighborhood of the training camps— 
or of the. better program which will in 
time be evolved—is the responsibility not 
on the commission on training camp ac- 
tivities, but of the community itself. It is 
not the function of the representative of 
the commission to carry through a cut and 
dried pian but simply to help each com- 
munity to develop fts own resources in its 
own way and under its own representative * 
committee, with such subcommittees as it 
may find desirable to form. 

The responsibility placed upon such com- 
mittees and upon all citizens is very great, 
but it is one which we beliéve will be met 
ae it never has been met before in the 
history of military camps, And the oppor- 
tunity is commensurate to the responsibility. 
The first victories of our war can 
right here at home by the citizens, 
largely by the women, of those communi- 
ties to which has been entrusted the high 
responsibility of testifying the country’s 
hospitality to its defenders. -

Atkinson Local Guarantor |

The promise of the support of the 
International Rotary clubs to the proj- 
ect put to the convention in Atlanta 
the past week by Reginald de Koven, 
foremost American composer, for Amer-. 
ican opera—an organization backed by 
American capital, producing only Amer- 
ican-made compositions, the composers 
themselves conducting, and presented 
by American artists, with a setting of 
American-made scenery and costumes— 
was one of the most significant events 
in the Rotary week of altruistic plans 


and achievements, guided universally by 


the. spirit of service and patriotism. 
The special local interest is afforded 
in that this big project was sprung in 
Atlanta—for eight years the operatic 
center of the south—and that H. M. 
Atkinson, a leading promoter of the 
cause of music in Atlanta and the 
south, is the first Atlanta guarantor. 


What the P1 Is. 
Mr. de Koven came fo Atlanta unher- 


alded, as far as the public and most 


of the Rotarians were concerned. He 
was accompanied by Max Rabinoff, nat- 
uralized American, and famous producer 


of operas, whose Boston-National Opera 


company has been for several years one 
of the most daring and at the same 
time substantial musical ventures in 
the history of operatic organization~in 
this country. 

Mr. de Koven appeared before the 
Rotary clubs—three thousand strong, 
representatives of enlightened 
thought in every section of the. United 
States, Canada and Cuba, and his pro- 
gram, fully explained to them, was 
given their cordial stamp of approval, 
and guaranteed their support when the 
enterprise shall be launched—probably 


in the near future. 
“Mr. de Koven’s pian,” said Mr. At- 


kinson yesterday, when asked about 
his co-operation in the project, “has al- 
ready been assured material backing 
from J. Pierpont Morgan, Clarence Mac- 
kaye, Otto Kahn and “other leaders in 
the financial world who are interested 
in the promotion of the cause of art 
in this country, and in affording a fair 
showing for the American artist and 
composer. Also, the National Federa- 
tion 9f Music Clubs, the strongest musi- 
cal organization in the country, has 
promised its support. 

“I am sufficiently’ convinced of the 
patriotic value of the enterprise, and 
of its practicability as a business suc- 
cess, to be willing to assume the re- 
sponsibility of securing the local back- 
ing, this being necessary to guarantee 
sufficient popular interest in any city 
to warrant an engagement of what must 
be an expensive organization.

We accept as fact the belief common to Christendom that the Church of 
Christ was established under our Lord's personal direction and that Curing 
the early period of apostolic administration the Church was blessed with rapi 

rowth and marvelous development. A question of profound importance con- 
ronts us: Has the Church of Jesus Christ maintained an organised exist- 
ence upon the earth from @he apostolic age to the present? 

We affirm that with the passing of the apostolic period the Church 
rifted into a condition of apostasy, whereby succession in the Holy Priest- 
ood was broken; and that the Church as an earthly organization operating 

under Divine direction and having authority to officiate in spiritual ordi- 
mances ceased to exist among men, 

We affirm that this great apostasy, whereby the world was enshrouded 
fn spiritual darkness, was foretold by. the Savior Himself while He lived 
as a Man among men, and by His prophets both before and after the period 
of His life in mortality. 

The apostolic ministry continued in the Primitive Church fgr about sixty 
years after the death of Christ, or nearly to the end of the first century 
of the Christian era. For some time thereafter the Church existed as a unified 
body, officered by men duly invested by ordination in the Holy Priesthood, 
though, even during the lifetime of some of the apostles, the leaven of apos- 
tasy and disintegration had been working. Indeed, hardly had the Gospel 
geed been sown before the enemy of all righteousness haa started assfduously 
to sow tares in the field; and so intimate was the growth of the two that 
any forcible attempt to extirpate the tares would have imperiled the wheat. 
‘The evidences of spiritual decline were observed with anguish 4 the apostles 
who, however, recognized the fulfillment of earlier prophecy in the declension, 
and added their own inspired testimony to the effect that even a greater fall- 
ing away was imminent. 

Christ specifically warned the disciples against the impending departure 
from the truth. “Take heed that no man deceive you,” said He, “For many 
shall come in my name, saying, | am Christ, and shall deceive many.” (Matt. 

Be) And Further: “Then, if any man shall say unto you, » here is 
Christ, or there; believe it not, For there shall arise false Christs, and false 
prophets, and shall shew great signs and wonders; insomuch that, if it were 

asible, they shall deceive the very elect. Behold, I have told you before. 

‘herefore if they shall say unto you, Behold, he is in the desert; +4 not forth: 
behold, he is in the secret chambers; believe it not.” (Verses 23-26.) 

The Aposties bore warning testimony to the same awful certainty. Paul 
admonished the elders at Ephesus to be on their guard against the wolves 
that would invade the fold, and against false teachers who would assert them- 
selves “speaking corse things to draw away disciples after them.”

R. R. Sibley, vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the company, said Sat~- 
urday that they were putting the fin- 
ishing touches to the complete canning 
outfit they have installed in the factory 
at 78 Auburn avenue, which has a ca- 
pacity of 10,000 cans of foodstuffs each 
day, and if the business justifies they 
can increase their output to 75,000 cans 
per day. 

The company is in the market, Mr. 
Sibley said, for all lines of fruits and 
vegetables. They will either take the 
products from the growers and can them 
for them, or will buy them outright, 
The prices charged by the factory for 
canning goods, he continued, will be 
nominal—as cheap or cheaper than it 
can ‘be done at home—and with a great 
deal less trouble. 

To educate the people of the south in 
canning goods under steam pressure 
Mr, Sibley announced, the company will 
conduct regular classes in the canning 
work. Reservations have been made 
for this, and within a year they hope 
to have a large percentage of truck 
growers in this section capable of han- 
dling the machines themselves. 

Charles V. Rainwater is president and 
treasurer of the company, which was 
organized early in the year, and Dan 8, 
Walraven is secretary. They manu- 
facture the canning machines at the 
factory in Atlanta. They have a num: 
ber of models, from a small one which 
may be set in the corner of the kitchen, 
to a large capacity machine for com- 
mercial usage. 

Mr, Sibley wants the farmers in this 
section to bring in their produce and 
to take up the work. By getting them 
intapested, he explained, they will plant 


a qaentng ate on their present grain 


fields, which can be preserved during 
the fall and — winter months, The 
company hopes, he said, to can sweet 
potatoes all next winter. 


GOOD ROADS MEASURES 
WAL BE PRESENTED 


One Bill Would Permit State 
to Make Direct Appropria- 
tions for Highways. 


One of the most important matters 
to come before the coming seasion of 
the general assembly will be several 
bills looking to giving the state and 
counties sarger powers in the construc- 
tion of good roada. 

The Georgia State Automobile asso- 
ciation will ask the legislature to Dass 
at least two bills to this end. 

One of these bilfs would provide for 
a constitutional amendment whereby 
the state may make direct appropria- 
tions for the construction of highways. 
The main object of this bill is to make 
it possible through state aid to con- 
struct continuous highways, by having 
the state help the poorer counties in 
the construction of highways through 
their boundaries. One of the princi- 
pal reasons why it is impossible to 5 
for any distance by road in Georgia in 
bad weather is due to the fact that 
many counties, having excessive road 
to build a per- 
manent road. The result of this is one 
county builds a permanent road to the 
county line, but the next county is

unable to carry out the work of build- 
iing the link across its territory, even 
‘though the next adjoining county may 
also have permanent roads. The re- 
‘sult of this is that the failure of a 
| single county ‘to provide an all-the- 
year road prevents travel over a high- 
way which may be in good condition in 
its entirety with the exception of this 
one county’s link. 

Through such an amendment, also, 
the state could make direct appropria- 
tions in supplementing the federal aid 
funds which will ‘be available in in- 
creasing amounts each year for the 
next five years. 

It would also be possible through 
this amendment to capitalize the state 
automobile license tax r fund, 
through bond issue or otherwise, and 
obtain an amount sufficient to accom- 
plish substantial and permanent im- 
provement instead of a practical waste 
of the entire fund each year in tem- 
porary work. ‘ 

A second bill would authorige coun- 
ties to issue joint. bonds. his means 
would allow the stronger counties to 
aid the weaker counties in building 
their links of highway for any can- 
tinuous highways for the construction 
of which a tier of counties might vote 
joint bands.

8. E. Ackerman, Sales Man- 
ager of Franklin Co., Says 
War Will Set Up Standard 
of Efficiency. 


Any product that has the place of the 
automobile in economic life has little 
to fear of war-time conditions. The 
War is going to mark progress, judg- 
ing from the history of other great 
Wars, and to conceive of any progress 


without the automobile as a_ factor, 
would be entirely out of line with the 
trend of the last fifteen years. 

Just how much the automobile will 
figure in this development lies with the 
automobile itself, is the opinion of 8. 

Ackerman, sales manager of the 
Franklin Automobile company. This 
being an era of thrift, those cars that 
get the most out of available resources, 
will accomplish the most. 

“There are degrees of. efficiency 
among motor cars, just the same as 
among human beings,” Mr. Ackerman 
goes on to say, in commenting on the 
national call against waste, “and I look 
for this war to do one thing without 
doubt,—that is, to set up a standard 
of motor car efficiency.

I would 
not be surprised to see this same dis- 
ro aga repeated here at home, and I 
say this upon the knowledge of what 

the scientific light weight of the 
Franklin has accomplished toward ef- 
ficiency in the past. 

“For instance, as far back as 1906 
the Franklin car demonstrated that 
thrift is no new thing for it, when it 

‘established a world’s record of 87 miles 
on two ane of gasoline in a test 
fostered by the Automobile Club of 
America.

line. The following year, under the 
same rules, 137 « ranklin cars averaged 
2.1 miles on one gallon of gasoline. 

“Tire conservation is also a matter 
that can be controlled by light weight, 
as the Franklin car has averaged, over 
a five-year period, 10,203 miles per set 
of tires,” Mr. Ackerman concludes.

three tons working alone, when with 
trailer equipment it might just as well 
haul six or more tons at a very pon, 
additional operating expense, the value 
of the trailer is apparent. 

“On long hauls the question of speed 
is an important factor. The Troy trail- 
er is built to run just as fast as the 
truck can pull it. A slow-speed trailer, 
by limiting the speed of the truck, nul- 
lifies the advantage to be gained by 
carrying the double load. If, however, 
it is impossible to operate truck at its 
normal speed, in districts where the 
traffic is congested, the use of trailer 
will offset the loss occasioned by the 
reduced speed. 

‘Where the hauls are short the item 
of lost time, i. e., the time spent in 
loading and unloading truck, assumes 
first importance. It is imperative, there- 
fore, that this lost time be reduced to 
the minimum. The truck, to be a prof- 
itable investment, must be kept mov- 
ing. It is too costly an article to be 
used as a loading platform, and should 


be kept under pay load as much of the 
time as possible. This may be accom- 


Plished by the use of one: or more Troy 
trailers. Extra trailers may quickly 
be put in or taken out of service, and 
when not in use represent a much small- 
er investment than the same carrying 
capacity in motor trucks. 

“If only one trailer is used it can be 
loaded while the truck is making the 
trip alone, and be picked up by truck 
every other trip. wo trailers can be 
used to still better advantage, while a 
fleet of three trailers makes a ‘very 
efficient hauling unit, especially where 
ep gp | and unloading take up a large 
part of the truck’s time. In the latter 
case it may be found good practice to use 
truck only as a tractor and keep it in 
motion almost continually. One trailer 
may be kept at each end of the haul, 
while truck ig in transit with the third 
trailer. .

Studebaker Man Says 
‘Days of the Horse Are 
Gone Forever. 


“Big changes in the way we live do 
not come all at once,’ says George lL. 
William, of the Studebaker corpora- 
tion. “We pass from one era into an- 
other without knowing that the transi- 
tion is going on, but once the changes 
are made we cannot go back any more 
than we can go back from ‘fair, fat and 
forty,’ to the slender days of youth. 

“Stand on Michigan avenue, Chicago, 
any time, any day, between 7 o’clock 
in the morning and midnight and you 
will see a steady stream of automo- 
biles two abreast going in both direc- 
tions at an average speed of 20 or: 25 
miles an.hour, each car carrying an 
average of three or four people if a 
touring car, or a good size double-horge 
load if it is a commercial car. 


“Supposing we had to handle the 
traffic on Michigan avenue today with 
a horse and carriage at 6 or 8 miles an 
hour, and commercial traffic with plod- 
din two-horse teams at four miles 
an hour. That means that we would 
have to have a street five times as 
wide, or five stories high, or five subé 
ways. You could not take this traffic 
on Michigan avenue and put it on Wa- 
bash, State or any other parallel 
streets, because they, too, are crowd- 
ed with traffic like Michigan avenue. 

“Supposing the big Chicago depart- 
ment stores had to go back to the day 
of the horse and wagon at four to six 
miles an hour and a load radius of 
seven or eight miles, where today they 
use commercial cars at a running speed 
of 20 miles an hour carrying two or 
three times the load over three or four 
times the distance. 


“What is true of Chicago is true of 

every other city. The horse is. being 
naturally eliminated; something bétter 
has taken its place. Machine power 
is superior. It not only has ten times 
the efficiency but also ten times the 
economy. It takes five acres of land 
a year to support one horse. The same 
five acres of land would support a 
good size squad of soldiers and their 
hungry.families. The ox team is a eu- 
riosity today—tomorrow the horse 
team will be equally a curiosity. 
' “The automobile, both pleasure and 
commercial, is an absolute necessity of 
this new era, and the automobile will 
continue as a necessity until something 
newer and better takes its place and 
up to the present time there is no one 
that even has an inkling of something 
better. That’s the reason why auto- 
mobile men laugh at this thing they 
call the ‘saturation point.’ That's why 
we. are so sure that the business will 
endure—and that is why the great com- 
panies are spending their millions in 
factories and machinery to take care 
of the future of this great business and 
that’s why any man can buy a motor 
car today as an investment. It is a 
far better piece of property than a 
team of horses was a few years ago, 
because the horses were likely to get 
sick and die, or injure themselves at 
any time. You can insure the automo- 
bile against accident and it doesn’t get 
sick or die. It is an investment which 
is as sure and safe as that of any neces- 
sity in which you put your money.”

the lot, Squabs are taking the place 
of other meats, becoming more and 
‘more generally used in the diet of the 

American people as their highly 
nourishing qualities become better 
known. 

The investment may be small and 

e size of the flock governed only 

y the amount of space the owner has 
at his disposal. There is no mistakin 
the fact that the industry offers gree 
attractions on account of the profits 
which may be made from the family 
flock. The squab raising industry is 
growing rapidly. Every rc there are 
not only new recruits, but those al- 
ready in business are expanding and 
tara to a larger scale. And the 

omen continually keeps ahead of the 
eupply. 

The large supply houses throughout 
the United States and Canada have dif- 
ficulty in securing a sufficient quan- 
tity of first-class squabs to meet the 
call of their customers. There are six 

‘hotels in the city of New York that 
‘handle 1,500 dozen squabs a week, or 
250 dozen for each hotel. Owing to 
the stringency of the game laws, game 
is becoming a very scarce article, and 
these large hotels in consequence must 
rely upon squabs to meet the wants 
of their patrons, 

The demand in general is for good 

sized squabs, and these never meef a 

lut in the market. It is the small, 
nferior, scrawny squab that often goes 
begging. It is important, therefore, 
that there be secured for the founda- 
tion good breeders which will produce 
good number of squabs superior in 
bot Pplumpness and weight. 
The average authority lays down 
80 many rules for the guidance of the 
novice desiring to go into squab rais- 
ing that many are imbued with the 
idea that there is so much to learn 
they are almost afraid to enter the 
field. There are but three general 
rules to follow: 

First. Buy the best variety of young 
utility stock to be found, price being 
secondary to quality, always. 

Second. Be sure the breed selected 
will not only produce squabs weighing 
well over a pound each, but that there 
is ample evidence from the experience 
of breeders over widely scattered arcas 
that this bird will produce from six 
to eleven passe of squabs every year. 

Third. Buy your birds from the man 
who raised them, not from a jobber in 
Sundry stock gathered at random all 
over the country. The “job-lot” man is 
often neither familiar with the state 
of the birds’ health, nor sure that they

The average aquabbing bird, the one} 
in .the hands of the majority of breed- 
ers today, produces squabs weighing 
from 8 to 10 pounds to the dozen. 
Naturally these breeders are not mak- 
ing the money they would make from 
birds which at the same feed cost pro- 
-duce the same number of squabs aver- 
aging from 12 to 18 pounds to the 
dozen. Many are today selling off 
their smal] stock for any price they 
can get to restock their lofts with the 
modern oot ae bird such as we 
‘have described. Infortunately, how- 
ever, a large proportion of them can- 
not afford to take such an overwhelm- 
ing loss and are obliged to go on in 
the self-same way, smarting under the 
lash of a faulty beginning. 
Beware the Unscrupulous Huckster. 
It is most essential that birds be 
bought from the man who raised them. 
There are unscrupulous people in the 
pigeon business who buy various kinds 
of birds wherever they can be ob- 
tained, force-mate and ship them to 
buyers as “guaranteed stock,” when 
they really know little’ or nothing 
about them. The novice should fight 
clear of this kind of man as he values 
* his success. Such birds more often 
than otherwise lack vitality, and in 
many cases are old and worn out. Mr, 
Thomas Cahill, general manager of one | 
of the largest commercial squab plants 
in the world, writes: “My observa- 
tron in seeing plants go under proves 
that 99 per cent of the failures are 
due to the purchase of old, worn-out 
stock.”

The man who raises the birds 
he selis makes it a point to mate the 
birds intelligently, and, if he be hon- 
est, does not sell birds as mated pairs 
until the- have produced satisfactorily 
at least two or three sets of squabs.

This is at the minimum rate 
of over 131,000 squabs yearly for one 
hotel. At the Hote! Astor, in New York, 
there is frequently a banquet of a 
thousand covers, a squab being served 
to each guest. Scarcely a day passes 
that one or more dinners at which 
squabs are served in large numbers are 
not given in this popular hostelry. The 
same thing is going on continually in 
dozens of the big New York and Phila- 
delphia hotels, and every city from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific consumes its 
daily quota of squabs. The market for 
them is all about us. 


Private Trade Pays High Prices. 

In addition there is the private trade 
for the squab grower to consider, trade 
that pays better prtoes and is often at 
nis very door. If he possess ingenuity 
and is wide-awake, many markets will 
open up before him. 

Take the case of Mrs. L. S. Merrill, of 
Natchez, Miss. This lady has gradually 
increased the price of her squabs, un- 
der circumatances that meant a veri- 
table education of people to the “squab 
taste,” until now, with a well devel- 
oped plant, she is

Care and Food for the Young 


Turkey. 


By Mrs. J. C. Shofner, Mulber Tenn. 

This subject has been writes, on by 
me several times in the life of the In- 
dustrious Hen; nevertheless, her read- 
ers have continually insisted upon my 
feb special attention, sometimes 
months before the time for turkeys to 
hatch. To write each a personal letter 
requires considerable time, and again, 
-each season to remind those who al- 
ready have read my plan, is good, as 
they may have forgotten some things 
that should be kept before them. 

A very important reminder is healthy 
breeding stock. One cannot expect to 
get healthy, vigorous poults from 
weak, unhealthy parents. Another im- 

ortant thing, do not mate too many 
hens to one male. Tén hens in one 
pen is enough with a strong, vigorous 
tom. Now that we have our healthy 
stock mated properly, we may expéct 
strong, healthy poults; if eggs are 
gathered daily and not allowed to get 
chilled or be too long in one position, 
Before incubation they shoulg be 
turned every day or s0, and kept in a 
moderately cool place to prevent the 
life germ from growing and dying.

I ‘have not mentioned water, While 
confined in the coop they drink a 
reat deal, and it should be in a shal- 
Ow pan with sniall pebbles in it to 
vent them from getting wet, as a 
thorough wetting and chill often 
causes death. At two weeks old I 
add cottage cheese, made of the waste 
milk. This is made by lettin the 
milk clabber and then heat until the 
whey will separate from the cheese, 
then drain off whey and you will have 
a crumbly nfce food which they relish 
very much. But if allowed they will 
eat too much and cause . indigestion, 
and care should be taken in feeding it, 
More young turkeys and chicks are 
killed by indness and overfeeding 
than the lack of it, and when diges- 
tion is overstocked, the liver gets 
torpid and the whole machine is out 
of order. After poults are a. month 
old and are traveling miles each day 
and are full of insects they need a 
nice supper to induce their return 
home each evening, and see that they 
are safe in a nice large coop wit 
auze wire doors to let in plenty of 
resh air and keep out all intruders. 
he entire flock should be dusted 
for lice at least every, ten days or two 
weeks and especially do I find it very 
necessary to duet in between win 
quills and under win for the sma 
white lice, that suck the life nieog and 
vitality from the healthiest, finest 
flocks. ‘ Care to prevent disease, with 
cleanliness and proper feeding insures 
flock by Thanksgiving that one will 
eel rewarded for his few months’

Summer Pastures. 


We have often called attention to the 
fact that the development of our pas- 
tures must go hand in hand with any 
increase in the numbers of live stock 
on ovr southern farms. For the aver- 
age farmer, it would be hopeless to at- 
tempt to raise live stock profitably on 
purchased feed or economically on feed 
gathered and fed to the exclusion of 
pastures, The cheapest gains, as has 
been proved by innumerable tests, are 
those that are made on pastures, and 
as long: as land is reasonably cheap, 
plenty of it should be devoted to the 
ad ated of pasture grasses and crops. 
We have in the south one of the best 
pasture grasses. to be found anywhere, 
through unfortunately it is open to ob- 
jection on two counts it ig not readily 
propagated by. seed so that stands are 
diffioult and require time to obtain, 
and the a when once established is 
very hard to eradicate. Kentucky blue 
grass of the mountains and of the 
northern states comes jn spontaneously 
when fields are left idle, and is readily 
destroyed by one plowing so that in 
these two respects at least it is supe-

ity. While it does not mature its seed 
here, Auistralian seed can be purchased 
and recently Arizona growers have made 
claims that their seed isa viable; the 
writer has tried some of the latter, 
scattering it without any preparation 
dn rough partly timbered hillsides, the 
resujts not being entirely satisfactory, 
When the seed is to be used, ordinarily 
it wil] be better to use it only on such 
jand ag can be well prepared by break- 
ing and harrowing; then if the seed ig 
sown some time after the soil is thor- 
oughly warmed, in late May or early 
June, covered lightly and left, there 
will be better chance of success, espe- 
cially if there are a few warm rains im- 
mediately following the seeding. The 
surer way of obtaining good Bermuda 
pasture is to plant cuttings of the stem 
and roots; in moist earth most any part 
of the plant will take root and if these 
are -put out in rows checked two or 
three feet cach way, the land will soon 
be covered by the growth. 

One acquaintance of the writer takes 
up the Bermuda from his sandy land 
where it ig more easily taken up by 
plowing, having a number of women 
and children pick out the grass behind 
the plowman,; then he takes this masg 
of plants and runs it through a cutting 
box and scatters the chopped pieces on 
newly-plowed land and discs them in 
or covers with small plows. Some ad- 
vise that the best way to hurry along 
a stand is to go in after a few plants 
have become well established and try to 
kill them and after one has had ex- 
perience in trying to eradicate Bermu- 
da from corn or cotton. fields, he ig 
somewhat of the same opinion—the 
more one hoes the faster it grows, ap- 
parently. But on posture lands this 
pertinacity is a good quality and when 
once established the work is done, ag 
it “will withstand all sorts of heavy 
tramping and close grazing and adverse 
climatic conditions. If kept closely 
grazed, the grass is more tender, palata- 
ble and nutritious; if a rank growth 
occurs more than the stock need and 


this becomes hard and woody, it is often | 


well to burn this off in winter so that 
the stock can get the new growth un- 
mixed with the old. 


Other Grasses. 


In different parts of the south there 
are other gragses of value for perme- 
nent summer pasture. Along the gulf 
coast and extending for some distance 
toward the north, the Louisiana carpet 
grass is an excellent pasture grass; it 
is creeping in its habit, somewhat sin- 
ilar to Bermuda in this and other ways. 
but seems to require a little milder 
climate and sandy soil, or at least light- 
er soil for its best growth, and it 
thrives in shade better than the Ber- 
muda, which is more of a sun-loving 
grass; In value it is slightly inferior, 
as those who have both seem to think 
that the Bermuda gives better results 
and plow up the carpet grass occasion- 
ally to give the Bermuda a better 
chance. 


In Florida there is still another grass 
known as St. Augustine's grass which 
is an excellent pasture grass; in Aus- 
tralia and a few other places this is 
known as Buffalo grass, but it is not 
the true buffalo grasa of our western 
plains region, ar “short grasa’ country 
as the Inhabitants call it. The St. Au- 

ustine grass is also of creeping habit, 
Dut it is a larger and coarser grass 
than either the Bermuda or the carpet 
grasses and the large creeping stems 
will even climb over bushes or bunch 
up one against another in fields where 
fertility and moisture are right and 
where the growth ts not kept pastured 
down. Recently there has been some 
discussion in the farm press of Rhodes 
grass and Natal Red Top for Florida 
conditions; these grasses, however, 
though of value for pasture, cannot be 
considered as permanent pasture grasses 
since they are gradually eradicated by 
pulling up, dry conditions or close graz- 
ing. 

Large Water Grasse. 

We have a number of species of Pas- 
palum grasses scattered about in the 
south, one of the most valuable of 
which is the P. dilatatum, or large 
water grass. This is noticeable in all 
fields where it occurs because of its 
deep blue color of leaves, these leaves 
being rather short and broad, its 
“crowfoot,” like seedhead borne on the 
end of one seed stalk (which would be 
short if closely grazed), and from the

The grass spreads 
more siowly than Bermuda, and will 
er become established in tilled 
elds, though in a field well set to this 
8 plowing will be difficult because 
of the strong roots; it would very like- 
ly require some time to destray the 
wien of such roots gen from’ 
what little experience the writer has 
h s his opinion that the grass 
could more easily be killed out than 
can Bermuda. 

In Geor or at least in central 
Georgia, this grass is known as Dallis 
grass. The seed of the large water 
seen on the markets being of Aus- 
tralian origin; seeding is very unsatis- 
factory as the seeds require such a 
long time and rather moist conditions 
for good germination, though the grass 
seems to spread quite rapidly from its 
n given localities. 

Then on the higher portions of the 
the cotton belt we 
have the Kentucky blue grass; as 
already stated this comes in naturally 
to flelds that are left idle, and can 
easily be destroyed by plowing—it is 
open to objection mostly because of its 
inability to withstand hot and dry 
weather and because of the limited 
amount of feed which it produces. It 
is killed out ‘by the hot summer sun 
of the major portion of the cotton 
belt, surviviing only where shaded by 
trees; where it does survive it often 
lies dormant during the hot summer, 
jnaking its best growth in early sprin 
and late fall, when it is cooler an 
moisture conditions are better. An- 
other thing it requires for its best de- 
velopment is plenty of lime in the soil, 
Wild and Swamp Grasses. 

In addition to these which have been 
named there are a number of other 
wild and swamp grasses that are of 
value, and especially in early spring 
before the new grows assumes a 
tough character; principal of these are 
the broom sedges and the wire grasses. 
Wherever these are found they will 
furnish a large amount of feed for a 
short season, but such presses ag those 
above named are preferable, as they 
are of value for a much longer time. 


Annual Grasses and Legumes. 


One of the principal annual grasses 
which makes good pasturage is our 
ever-present crab grass, whic ives us 
20 much extra work in cotton and 
corn fields. The soil is so thickly seed- 
ed with it, however, that if the early 
Plants are hoed out there still remains 
Plenty of seed for the starting of a 
pone crop after the crops have been 
a y. 

Over the entire south Lespedeza, or 
Japan clover, furnishes a large amount 
of pasturage. Though open to objec- 
tion because it at times salivates horses 
it is nevertheless of value in that it 
grows in mixtures with all other 
rasses, in sun and in shade, improv- 
ng the quality of all such reece 
though it is of no value in tilled fiel 
In the extreme south, the Florida beg- 
ores does grow in tilled fields after 

e crops are laid by, greatly adding 
to the quantity and quality of 
ae there, Mexican clover, thou 
a true clover, also furnishes goo raz- 
ing under the same conditions, er- 
haps the grass that will furnish the 

eatest amount of forage in a given 
ime ig Sudan grass. We have in re- 
cent weeks told how to manage this 
grass is pastures and need add nothing 
to that here.

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FALL CROP IRISH POTATOES. 
D. J. W., Pulaski, Ga., asks in re- 
gard to the use of spring crop potatoes 


for seed for the fall crop, the addresses 
of growers, and the time to plant; We 
are unable to tell where any seed can 
be obtained but will tell what little 
we know in regard to the fall oe of 
potatoes, It may be grown for food 
purposes or for the purpose of getting 
seed for spring planting. When the 
Early Rose was used for the early truck 
crop, the potatoes harvested in June 
were used for seed in July or August 
for the fall crop. Since the advent 
of the Irish Cobbler (also Bliss’ Tri- 
umph) the truckerg have had to modify 
their practice because the first crop 
potatoes would not germinate when 
planted for the second rope not over 
ten to twenty per cent ‘will come up. 
In Virginia; some few use first crop 
seed, but a larger number use Maine- 
grown seed, which has been kept in 
cellars until March, then put in storage 
at 34 degrees F. until planting time. 
The fall crop makes only from 40 per 
cent to 60 per cent of the yield that 
the spring crop does, the potatoes be- 
ing smaller, but a less quantity of these 
ie needed per acre for seeding in the 
spring. This fall-grown seed also dif- 
fers from the northern grown seed in 
having better germination Dut slower 
apourth in early stages, so that if har- 
vested early it yields less, but if allow- 
ed to fully mature, it will often out- 
yield the oe grown from fresh north- 
ern geed. There are some advantages 
then in growing a fall crop for spring 
seed purposes.

Improved Shipping Conditions

More Vessel Room Avail- 
able for Transport to 
Europe and Wheat Ad- 
vances 2 to 3 Cents—Corn 
Fluctuating. 


Chicago, June 238.—Improved condi- 
tions as to the amount of vessel room 
available for shipments to Europe help- 
ed to lift wheat prices today. The 
market closed finm, 3c to 4c net higher, 
with July at $2.14 and September at 
$1.84. Corn finished \% off to %c uD, 
Oats down % to \%c and provisions rang- 
ing from ten cents decline to a rise of 
20 cents. 

It took but little buying to bring 
about advances in the wheat market. 
The fact that offerings from the new 
crop were for the most part somewhat 
above the current level of prices gave 
an advantage to the bulls. It was said 
also that Canadian holders were firm. 
In addition to reports of an easier out- 
look for a sufficiency of ocean tonnage 
the chief encouragement to punchase 
came from Official predictions of an un- 
expectedly small crop in Kansas. A 
leading expert here, however, who has 
just returned from a tour of ‘that state 
expressed ridicule for the Kansas re- 
port, both as to acreage and yield. 

Week-end realizing of profits for 
holders wiped out nearly all of an ad- 
vance which the corn market scored 
as a result of unfavorable weather. Ex- 
port demand was good and offerings to 
arrive from the country were light. 
Oats paralleled the action of corn. Ex- 
cellent crop reports proved rather more 
than an offset for signs of an active 
call from the seaboard. 

Increased cash demand lifted pork 
above even yesterday’s new high price 
record. Lard and ribs, however, were 
inclined to sag, owing to lower quota- 
tions on hogs.

Rates Advanced. 


For weeks and weeks past the rate on 
call money has been around 2% per cent.

Washington, June 23.—Recruiting 
week for the regular army, fixed by 


presidential proclamation, opened today 


throughout the country with the army 
recruiting service organized for a great 
drive for war volunteers. 

The president's proclamation calls for 
70,000 men to come forward during the 
week for war service. Already a divi- 
sion of regulars has been designated for 
service in France under General Persh- 
ing and the men who respond to the 
president’s call may feel assured, offi- 
cials point out, that they will be little 
delayed in reaching the front when the 
movement of troops overseas begins. 

When the proclamation was prepared, 
the army wags short 45,000 infantrymen 
and field artillerymen and 25,000 re- 
serves for all arms. The cavalry, sig- 
nal corps, engineers and other branches 
had been filled up. Since then 10,000 
men have been accepted; but the re- 
cruiting rush will go ahead to secure 
as many more than 70,000 as may offer 
themselves and be acceptable. 

_ Cantonments Ready. 

When expansion of the regular army 
to its full authorized strength of 3900,- 
000 was ordered on April 1, the service 
was 184,000 men below that total. 
Since then about 124,000 men have been 
obtained and are now under training. 
Cantonments have been built for them, 
clothing, ‘supplies and equipments se- 
cured, and within a very snort period 
at least four full infantry divisions 
will be ready for transportation to Eu- 
rope whenever the president may decide 
to send them. 

Returns for the first day of recruiting 
week will not be available until Mon- 
day. Then the war department will an- 
nounce figures for today and tomorrow. 
Unless the department is to fail in its 
effort to fill up to war strength during 
the week, an average of nearly 10,00 
men a day must be obtained, or nearly 
ten times as many as have been ac- 
cepted each day for the last several 
weeks. Yesterday recruiting dropped to 
its lowest ebb with only 771 men ac- 
cepted. 

, An appeal to the newspapers to aid 
in securing recruits was made today by 
Secretary Baker, who said that without 
the co-operation of the press the re- 
cruiting campaign must fail. The sec- 
retary issued this statement addressed 
to the editors of all newspapers: 

“President Wilson has by proclama- 
tion fixed the week beginning today as 
recruiting week for the regular ar. 
The army needs and expects to obtain 
during the week *0,000 men to fill every 
regiment to war strength. The men 
cannot be obtained, however, without 
the hearty co-operation of the Ameri- 
can press, 

“TT am relying confidently upon the 
patriotism of the press in this emergen- 
cy, and know that the newspapers will 
co-operate fully with the recruiting 
service throughout the week to make 
recruiting week another splendid dem- 
onstration of the spirit of the country.” 

President Wilson’s Call. 


The president calls upon “unmarried 
men between the ages of 18 and 40 
years who have no dependents and who 
are not engaged in pursuits vitally, 
necessa to the prosecution of the 
war.” is means that those between 
the ages of 18 and 21 and 31 and 40, as 
well as the recent registrants, will be 
given an opportunity for immediate 
training and the prospect of early ac- 
tive. service. 

The urgency of filling the ranks of 
the regular army is emphasized by 
army officers, who declare it will be 
necessary within the next six months 
to take many of the regulars as in-

intendent of Education in 
Annual Report. 


The importance of the policy of plac- 
ing women on county school boards is 
urged in the annual report of M. L. 
Brittain, state superintendent of edu- 
cation, who makes a number of recom- 
mendations calling for drastic changes 
in Georgia's educational system. He 
also recommends free school books for 
the children of the state and an in- 
crease in the local tax in some dis- 
tricts. 

The annual report of the state edu- 
cational department shows a total 
enrollment of children for 1916 
of 659,548, against 625,854 the 
previous year. The total amount of 
money raised by local taxation in 1916 


The state fund to counties was, in 1916, 
$2,700,000 against $2,550,000 in 1915. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the report is a recommendation that 
the state establish a normal school for 
negro teachers, somewhat along the 
line of a Tuskegee or Pampton. 

For Colored Education. 


On this Mr. Brittain says: 

“As a matter of common justice and 
equity, as well as law, the state should do 
more for its colored population. We devote 
considerable money to the education of the 
negro children and yet pay very little -at- 
tention to the sort of training which they 
ought to have. Conditions among us make 
every well informed person understand that 
the education which we expect from the 
negro teacher should emphasize the indus- 
trial feature. In spite of this fact—due to 
lack of sufficient money for our own white 
children, of course—we have left this mat- 
ter too much to chance and northern 
philanthropists. It is time that we should 
take a more direct and positive interest in 
the preparation of negro teachers ourselves, 
I recommend, therefore, that the legislature 
make an appropriation looking toward the 
establishment o a normal school for negro 
teachers to emphasize instruction in agri- 
culture, cooking, sewing, hygiene and the 
essentials of elementary education at some 
suitable place near the center of the state. 
Other southern states have done this and, 
despite’ the loud-voiced opposition of the 
comparatively small number of negro 
haters, all sensible citizens know that this 
will be wise for many reasons. If we are 
to keep contented the best labor a country 
ever had upon its farms, a 
more attention and preparati@n= 
teachers and schools.” ale 

Two New Laws and Othe 

Mr. Brittain says, in the report, that 
the most notable educational measures 
enacted so far have been the compul- 
sory attendance bill, which had already 
done all its advocates claimed it would, 
despite the fact that some county au- 
thorities have “lain down on the job 
completely,” and the Yeomans text- 
book law. 

On these the report says: 


The two most notable educational meas- 
utes enacted last year were the passage of 
compulsory attendance measure and 
the Yeqmans text-book law. Beginning with 
the Littleton bfll in 1910 there has been a 
continual effort to give the children of our 
state the benefit of this legislation dur- 
ing the past seven years. While the at- 
tendancée law is not everything that could 
be desired, it will place, through moral 
effect, from 20,000 to 30,000 children under 
our teachers who have fever before been 
in school, 

The increased figures through this force 
were readily apparent after the passage of 
the measure, even before it went into effect. 
The truth is, a much stronger law would 
be inoperative even in some the best 
sections of our state through lack of facili- 
ties. It is better for the state to have such

The 
text-book law is filled with detail and diffi- 
cult of execution, but worth all the trouble 
it requires since it enforces the cheapest 
possible prices for the school books sold in 


the state.

Friday night serious attempts were 
made by the Germans to debouch from 
this salient. The French fire was too 
much for them, however, and no fur- 
ther progress was made. The infantry 
attacks were not renewed on Satur- 
day, but the artillery Qghting ‘contin- 
ued all day with some violence in this 
and other sectors of the French front. 


SIGNS OF ACTIVITY 
ON RUSSIAN FRONT. 


In the eastern war theater there are 
indications that important fighting 
may again soon be under way. 

While conditions im interior Russia 
continue uncertain and mixed, the na- 
tion’s armed forces seem to be regain- 
ing their morale, and to be nearly ready 
to attack once more, The example of 
“storming battalions” comprising new 
organizations of troops who have in- 
dicated their eagerness to fight, is hav- 
ing a salutary effect and is said to be 
proving infectious. 

Everywhere there are signs that the 
general demand that the army move 
without further delay cannot much 
Jonger be resisted. 

While the Italians have let up in 
their attacks in the Trentino, the suc- 
cess of their recent assault, which re- 
sulted in the capture of the important 
height of Monte Ortigara, is empha- 
sizéd today by the announcement that 
the Austrians lost some of their heavy 
artillery, as well as suffering other 
losses of magnitude, in the operation.

Washington, June 23.—Regulations 
for drafting the new national army, 
now awaiting President Wilson's ap- 
roval, contain provision for every step 
n the great under ing, except the 
actual method of the draft it ; 

No official announcement has been 
made, and official confirmation is nenng 
withheld, but it has been stated, an 
generally is accepted here as true, that 
the federal government itself will do 
the drafting, probably in Washington, 
so there will be no opportunity for local 
favoritisms, political or otherwise. 

As the regulations stand now, every 
registered man bears a number, The 
numbers will be forwarded to Wash- 
ington and the drawing ‘will be entirely 
by number. The identity of the num- 
bered men will be entirely unknown to 
those in charge of the draft machinery, 
and can be established only by com- 
aring a number with a printed list 
ia the man’s home district. 

As the numbers are drawn they will 
be telegraphed to the hoe districts, 
where the registered men will learn if 
they have been drafted. 

Then the question of exemptions will 
come up, and this will go before the 
local boards. If a man is exempted, 
the man bearing the number which was 
drawn next in order will take his place, 
and s0 on. 

In this way all those available for 
service out of the 10,000,000 who regis- 
tered will be made ready for the coun- 
try’s call, and from them the first in- 
crement of 625,000 will be assembled. 
The others will be called as the need 
develops. Plenty of time will be given 
for drafted men to arrange their per- 
sonal affairs and report to the canton- 
ment camps. It is hoped to have them 
all in training by September 1 or very 
soon thereafter.

Attention, Women of America!

In a most literal sense, the women 
of the country are enlisted for the "en- 
durance of the war.” More than ever 
before, however, they will present an 
organized front. Herbert C. Hoover, 
selected as head of the prospective de- 
partment of food administration, looks 
to the housewives of America to do 
their bit by eliminating waste. “It is 
the idea of the food administration,” 
says Mr. Hoover, ‘“‘to ask every woman 
who presides over a household to come 
in as an actual member of the food ad- 
ministration.” Miss Jeanette Rankin, 
“congresswoman” from Montana, offer- 
ed an amendment to the Lever food bill 
providing that women be employed in 
carrying out its provisions whenever 
possible, and the amendment Passed 
unanimously, with vociferous applause. 
In accepting the amendment, Congress- 
man Lever said that chivalry oined j 
with gdod judgment ana common sense. 
Incidentally, Miss Rankin set a good 
example to her colleagues by nfin- 
ing her remarks to the point a eon- 
clnding her speech in five minutes. In 
its propaganda for larger crops the de- 
partment of agriculture will organize 
the women for service. They will look 
after the harvest “hands,” and extra 
labor at eating time, and will do all 
they can to increase the food supply 
by canning or drying perishable prod- 
ucts. The Pennsylvania Railroad com- 
pany has announced equal pay for 
equal work, whether for men or wom- 
en employees, following up its earlier 
announcement that as far as possible 
women would be engaged to epee 
men called into military service. ther 
large organizations’have made similar 
statements, and the movement is 
spreading throughout many states. The 
whole illustrates the importance at- 
tached to the part that women are 
expected to play in the war. Moreover, 
it stimulates patriotism through the 
assurance given in many instances

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FACING A BIG JOB. 


If the general assembly of Georgia meets 
the requirements of the day its session to 
begin next Wednesday should prove the 
most noteworthy legislative session held in 
this state since the civil war. 

It is facing a big job—big in many par- 
ticulars. The task demands the best ef- 
forts of big men. 

Not Georgia alone is to be considered 
during this exceptionally important ses- 
sion, but the nation’s and humanity’s wel- 
fare as well; because the nation and hu- 
manity are fighting for existence, and Geor- 
gia’s part in that fight is of no mean im- 
portance. 

This state is to be the center of the na- 
tion’s military activities in the south, so far 
as goes the preparation of men for the 
fighting, which, naturally, will place Geor- 
gia in more direct and intimate relations 
with the government at Washington than 
ever before. This legislature must keep 
that fact constantly in view. 

The proportionate productivity of the 
state, especially with regard to foodstuffs, is 
low, though the proportionate possibilities 
are exceedingly high. The federal govern- 
ment is demanding much of Georgia in the 
way of food and war supplies, and will de- 
mand more as the war drags on. 

Wise legislation—legislation of the right 
sort—can do much to stimulate Georgia’s 
ability to fully meet that demand. 

Georgia’s financial affairs are not in the 
best of condition, and require careful treat- 
ment at the hands of the assembly. The 
bare fact that the estimated revenue for the 
state for 1917 is alreddy $435,000 behind the 
1917 appropriations is one that should give 
the legislators grave concern. The finan- 
cial machinery must be overhauled; needed 
repairs must be made, but they must be 
made with care and the best wisdom that 
can be brought to bear upon the work. 

Extremely important highway legislation 
must be enacted if the new legislature is to 
serve the whole state to the fullest of its 
possibilities. We are deficient in good 
roads, and, in this time of war especially, 
when the rail service for transportation of 
civilian freight as well as passengers is to 
be greatly curtailed in order that the lines 
may give maximum service to the govern- 
military requirements, a 
greater need than ever before for an ade- 
quate highway system to take care of this 
excess traffic is brought inte existence. 

These are only a few of the important de- 
tails of the legislative pyogram. The work 
ahead of the session is varied and great, and 


" much is at stake upon the manner in which 


the legislature performs its task. 

There will be no time nor money to 
waste upon non-essentials. Politics must be 
subordinated to patriotism.

PROPER WAR-TIME ECONOMY. 


United States Senator Paul O. Husting, 
of Wisconsin, in an open letter to the sec- 
retary of the National Retail Dry Goods as- 
sociation, appearing elsewhere on this page, 
sets forth in splendid fashion a common- 
sense, businesslike and none the less patri- 
otic course of procedure for the American 
people with reference to war-time economy. 

The duty of the buying public at this 
time is, as the senator says, to practice 
“wise, intelligent and discriminating econ- 
omy,” and not permit itself to be led into 
a course of hysterical self-denial under the 
altogether false apprehension that such con- 
stitutes a service to country in conserva: 
tion of food and other commodities of com- 
merce. 

The thing for the public to do to best 
serve the country in this respect is to go 
ahead living as near normally as possible; 
spending its money as need calls for, as in 
peace times; buying what it can pay for, 
and thus keep business going, spindles hum- 
ming, mines busy—every commercial in- 
dustry running and adding to the supply 
of merchandise and to the nation’s wealth 
and resources. 

Any other policy, however lofty and con- 
scientious the motives back of it might be, 
would eventually lead to nation-wide suf- 
fering, if not to national disaster. 

There should be no waste of anything of 

value. Every penny of the people’s money 
should be made to count. But waste is one 
thing; parsimony quite another, and as 
detrimental in the long run as hoarding. 
. The surest way to bring about real want 
would be for the consuming public to refrain 
from buying to such an extent that produc- 
tion would of necessity be hampered. 

If every American citizen would follow 
the policy expounded by Senator Husting in 
this letter he would help keep the ship of 
state on an even keel, and do an important 
“bit” toward administering to the kaiser the 
soundest thrashing a plutocratic crowned- 
head ever received. 


HUMANITY’S APPEAL. 


Back of the campaign under way to col- 
lect a fund of $100,000,000 for the aid of 
the Red Cross is the voice of Humanity. 

The appeal that is going out to every 
American citizen to subscribe his mite to 
this fund must not fall upon a deaf ear, 
because it is Humanity’s appeal!

It will help to save those who are wounded 
not beyond the power of science and skill 
to save; to make easier the passing of 
those who must give their lives for their 
country. 

Also, it will help win the war and bring 
peace. 

As patriotic men and women we should 
give —and give with generous hand. 

We are appealing to the eligible young 
men to offer themselves for the supreme 
sacrifice. They afe responding; and we 
are proud of them — proud of their patriot- 
ism! 

‘They are going out into the hell of gun- 
fire, with all its hazards, with all its uncer- 
tainties. They are voluntarily assuming 
the terrible risks of wounds and death! 

And we are proud of ‘their bravery! 

Then, is not the very least that we who 
stay at home can do—we who are not in 
position or eligible to volunteer our bod- 
ies —to volunteer our dollars, that the suf- 
fering of those brave. boys might be 
ameliorated? That the final hours of those 
who must die may be made as easy as 
medical skill and tender care can make 
them? 

Our dollars are nothing compared with 
those boys’ lives; but our dollars will help 
mightily in the great cause of humanity — 
in the humane cause of the Red Cross! 

So let us give them. And as we do the 
stars on the flag will look brighter! 


MOBILIZING THE WOMEN. 


Measured itn its bearing upon Georgia’s 
part in the prosecution of the war the wom- 
en’s meeting to be held at the home of Mrs. 
Samuel M. Inman, chairman for Georgia of 
the woman’s committee of the Council for 
National Defense, next Tuesday, announce- 
ment of which appears elsewhere in the pa- 
per,“should rank in a place of primal im- 
portance. 

This committee forms an integral part 
of the federal machinery, originally con- 
structed to aid in preparation for, but now 
engaged in actually meeting the require- 
ments of, war. It was created as a unit of 
the Council for National Defense in recogni- 
tion, by the governmental forces, of wom- 
an’s power and importance as a constructive 
element in the nation, and of the fact that 
without her crganized co-operation the na- 
tional resources could be -only half-way 
mobilized. 

This call, therefore, came as a distinct 
compliment to the nation’s womanhood. It 
opens to woman a rare opportunity to aid 
her country and humanity, to still more 
forcefully prove her worth in a sphere not 
altogether within the home. ? 

Mrs. Inman is splendidly qualified to as- 
sume leadership in this important work, and 
with her at the helm the defense forces of 


the state may well feel assured of wise, im- |

The broad purpose of the general plan, 


sist to the fullest extent possible in the 
‘winning of the war. It is to correlate and 
amalgamate all of the women’s clubs and 
other forms of women’s organized activity, 
and to bring the entire womanhood of the 
country into co-operation with the govern- 
ment— state and national—and whatever 
other organized agencies there may be 
working to the same end. 

There is not a woman’s organization of 
any sort in Georgia, it is safe to say, but is 
doing or is willing to do whatever it can 
in the work of strengthening the federal 
arm in this time of war. 

That being true, over-lapping and con- 
fliction of plans, duplication of work, and, 
consequently, much waste. of effort would 
be unavoidable with each organization 
working independently and along its own 
lines. But all of such loss of energy will 
be circumvented, andxthe resources of the 
state, so far as woman has to do with them, 
will be more completely conserved, and the 
work of woman greatly intensified and 
economically applied with added directness 
to the purpose in view under the one cen- 
tralized body. 

There is much that the women of Geor- 
gia can do to help win the war and rescue 
the world from an awful peril; and unless 
all precedent is broken, the women of 
Georgia will be found to have done their 
full duty and more than was expected of 
them. 


PEANUTS FOR THE WORLD. 


Indications are that the peanut is going 
to play no minor part in furnishing a solu- 
tion to the world’s food problem this fall. 

It was not many years ago when the hum- 
ble little goober was used chiefly as a circus- 
day luxury, a tid-bit of childhood and the 
basic material for jokes. For so long was 
it associated with monkeys, pink lemonade 
andthe bleachers that years of missionary 
work, \extensive propaganda and constant 
preaching by its champions were required 
to edticate the public to an appreciation of 
its real dietary and commercial worth. It 
might be said, in truth, that the world is only 
now just beginning to take the peanut in 
anything approaching the true measure of 
its value as a food for man and beast. 

Science has proven that few food prod- 
ucts are richer in life-sustaining and tissue 
building elements than the peanut, and from 
it many different forms of food products 
today are manufactured and sold for human 
and animal consumption. It is easily grown 
in a wide range of latitude, bears prolifically 
and is cheaply cultivated, harvested and 
converted into its sundry forms of manu- 
factured food products. There is practically 
no waste to the plant, even the stems and 
leaves making excellent hay. 

The very value of the peanut, then, gives 
distinct significance to the following item 
from the news reports of the day, appearing 
under a Washington, D. C., dateline: 


Almost sixty-one per cent increase in 
eyed acreage this year is indicated 
e preliminary report of the depart- 
ment of agriculture. The total acreage 
is 2,001,000 acres. All southern states 
except North Carolina and Tennessee 
show greater acreages this year than 
last. Georgia, with 420,000 acres, shows 
an increase of 121 per cent; Texas, with 
600,000 acres, shows an increase of 118 
per cent, and Alabama, with 268,000 acres, 
shows an increase of 97-per cent. , 


Not only does this report spell encourage- 
ment to a world in war and apprehensive 
as to the food outlook in the face of a gen- 
eral wheat-crop shortage, but it indicates 
how whole-heartedly, conscientiously and 
generally the farmers of the country, espe- 
cially those of Georgia, have responded, to 
the government’s call for intensified and 
diversified food crop production. 

Georgia farmers are to be congratulated 
upon the splendid showing the federal report 
indicates they have made. That this state, 
with 121 per cent, leads all other states in 
increased peanut acreage for 1917 should 
occasion genuine and state-wide pride. 

It denotes progress, and means dollars to 
Georgia.

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“Education as Usual” Is 
Of Supreme Importance, 
Says Bishop W. A. Candler 


Editor Constitution: Please allow me 
to express my strong approval of your time- 
ly and able editorial, printed in your issue 
of June 21, uhder the caption, “Education 
As Usual.” You have printed nothing more 
wise in your editorial columns since I have 
been a reader of The Constitution. 

The war is calling for our young men 
who are twenty-one years of age and up- 
wards, and whether these young men return 
from the war, or perish in it, their school 
days will be closed with their entrance into 
service. This cuts down a considerable part 
of one rank of our educated young men. 

If now the greed of parents and guard- 
ians, or the folly of youth, leads to the with- 
drawal from college of boys under the age 
of twenty-one, we shall then cut another 
rank of educated young men-down; for we 
will prevent*them being educated. The con- 
sequences of such a course will be nothing 
less than calamitous. 

The civil war in the sixties deprived a 
generation of young men of education, and 
the painful struggles of the south during 
the period following the war were made 
more pathetic and painful by the fact that 
sv many of our brightest young men were 
uneducated. In those days we could not 
prevent such a sorrowful result; but we can 
prevent it now, and we will prevent it, if our 
people are forewarned in time. 

The appearance of your editorial and 
the publication of similar_editorials in other 
papers, it is hoped, may awaken our people 
to the peril which besets them and avert the 
disaster. 

In a recent issue of The Raleigh Christian 
Advocate I find an editorial from which I 
extract the following paragraphs in line with 
your wise utterance: 


“We have now come into a time of 
great stress, and the conditions are like- 
ly to become more tense with the pass- 
ing of the months. It will be very fool- 
ish to close our eyes to this truth; but it 
will be even more foolish to decide that 
an immature youth who is not prepared 
to face the difficulties of life under or- 
dinary conditions can rush out into the 
confusions of the present hour and suc- 
ceed. One needs a severer training now 
than ever—a stronger under-girding for 
the battle which the future holds. The 
nation so far is not calling for men un- 
der 21 to enlist under the colors; and 
in most cases the college period is just 
about over at that age. True, many reach 
that goal a little later in life; but the 
boys who should be at their books should 
not be hurried away prematurely by the 
noise and the shout of the multitude. 

“What sort of leadership shall we ol- 
fer it? How shall we hold ourselves 
amidst the confusion of the times? An 
untrained and ignorant generation now 
would be an unspeakable calamity. We 
need not less of scholarship, but more. 
We must not desert our schools and col- 
leges and universities, but on the oth- 
er hand we need to crowd them with 
more of our youth to make them fit for 
leadership in times when no predecessor 
has blazed the way. The lightness and 
frivolity of the times must go, and we 
must give ourselves to the serious task 
of reconstructing a world order; and this 
can not be done by untrained men, The 
youth today, upon whose shoulders to- 
morrow when the war clouds shall have 
cleared away will be resting the weighty 
responsibility of leadership/into a new 
order of life, must b rained and dis- 
ciplined for clear vision and for daring. 
to follow the light to the higher at- 
tainments that await us?’ 

I trust these wise utterances may make 
a deep impression upon the hearts of parents 
and guardians, and also upon the minds of 
young men who may be allured by offers 
of profitable employment to turn away from 
college life.

Fighting Men of French 
And German Armies _ 
Compared by an Expert 


y 

In a communication to the National Geo- 
graphic society, Granville Fortescue, the 
military expert, draws a sharp distinction 
between the French and the German soldier 
and the camaradarie which exists between 
the French officer and his men compared 
with the relations obtaining between the 
German officer and the boche private. A part 
of the comnmmunication is issued by the so- 
ciety as the following bulletin in its war 
geography series: 

“The wide, unbridgable chasm which ex- 
ists between the officer and the private in 
the German company is but the step of 
necessity in French battalions. French sol- 
diers recognize the need for discipline, of 
the value of teamwork, and the urgency of 
obeying in battle as the very foundation 
of their worth as citizen soldiers. They 
know also that they of their own volition 
have created the authority behind the offi- 
cer, and for this reason there can be noth- 
ing degrading in the surrender of personal 
privilege in the crisis of war. 

“Discipline is not maintained through 
fear, but by public opinion. Each private 
soldier recognizes that his individual effi- 
ciency and effectiveness, and consequently 
the efficiency and effectiveness of the whole 
French army, is based on his prompt and 
intelligent obedience of orders delivered by 
military euperiors. 


Trained War Specialists. 

“He knows that his officers are trained 
specialists in war, and he puts himself free- 
ly in their hands, so that the nation’s will 
in war may be accomplished. He under- 
stands the successive limitations of military 
authority—the private to the sergeant, the 
sergeant to the lieutenant, the lieutenant to 
the captain, the capain to the major, and 80 
om through grade after grade up to General 
Petain, who in turn is responsible to France. 
With this conception of his duty, the most 
difficult part of military instruction is 
readily instilled into the French recruit. 

“Thoroughly to apprectate the relations 
of officer to soldier in the French army they 
must be seen together in the trenches. The 
captain watches over his men like a father, 
He shows a sympathetic understanding of 
their difficulties, while demanding in the 
common‘cause a rigorous adherence to their 
duties. The officer sets the highest standard 
of performance for himself and exacts the 
best each of his men can do. : 

“But the soldier knows he can x0 to 
his offieer with his private trouble and re- 
ceive helpful advice. He knows he will 
never meet with intentional injustice. and 
what gives him supreme confidence is the

of wartime economy, he said in part: 

A state of war being an abnormal con- 
dition, it is quite obvious that business and 
trade can not hope to continue along en- 
tirely normal lines. Per necedsity there 
must be some interruption and dislocation 
as an incident to war times and conditions, 


The best that the government can hope to 
do and the best that it can be expected to 


do is to interfere as little as possible con- 
sistent with the public good. I am sure 
that our government and our people gen- 
erally are anxious to co-operate in every 
possible manner to the end that our domestic 
life and our domestic Dusiness will be as 
little disturbed as possible in this war emer- 
gency. We need team work. We must all 
Pull together. We are all anxious to soon 
mobilize not only our fighting forces, but 
our national resources so as to bring our 
sreatest and mightiest power to bear upon 
the enemy. As a part of this team work, 
we are asked to economize. Of course, this 


means that we are to economize in a wise, 
intelligent and discriminating manner; that 
is to say, to a common object and purpose, 
However, before we. can practice or exer- 
cise a wise, intelligent and discriminating 
economy, we must have a clear understand- 
ing as to what is meant by economy and 
also in what manner it may be applied to the 
common object and purpose, which is, the 
mobilization and conservation of our nae 
tional resources for war use. 


Elimination of Waste. 

Now, economy is defined as “thrifty an@ 
careful administration; management withoug 
loss or waste; as, a housekeeper accustomed 
to economy, but not to parsimony; often, 
frugality or retrenchment in expenditure; 
strict husbanding of resources” . The 
words in the definition which I think are 
peculiarly applicable to the purposes for 
which we are to economize are the words 
“husbanding our resources.” We are at war. 
with a powerful enemy. 
advised economy and the elimination of 
waste. © are .notoriously a wasteful peo- 
ple and we are charged with being an ex- 
travagant people. The president and the 
heads of departments have recommended the 
elimination of waste and the practice of 
economy. This recommendation was made 
to initiate a concerted, nation-wide effort for 
the husbanding of our country’s resources 
for the purposes of the war. (These I will 
term necessaries for the purpose of this 
letter.) 

It is obvious that fn order to win this 
war we must conserve the necessaries for 
the use of our armed forces and those of 


our allies and for our home consumption, 


Of course, no one will have the temerity 
to advise extravagance and waste at any 
time and particularly at a time Ifke this. 
The poor we have always with us and waste 
is @ sin against humanity because it de- 
prives humankind of the use of that which 
is wasted or destroyed. 

Extravagance, however, ts a relative term. 
What would be extravagance in the case of 
a man with very limited means might not 
be extravagance at all on the part of one 
having unlimited means. So that when the 
people of the country are asked to econémize, 
it, of course, must be interpreted as mean- 
ing to economize according to their means, 
and, in this war, with particular respect to 
necessaries. 

Primarily, then, the object of economy in 
this war is to have our people generally con- 
serve as far as possible the necessaries 
which our people, our armed forces and those 
of our allies imperatively require and with- 
out which we can neither be successful in 
the war abroad or maintain contentment 
and tranquillity at home. 

On the other hand, the people of the 
country can not concertedly and completely 
change their habits of living without bring- 
ing disaster upon the business and indus- 
tries of the country and upon the business 
world generally and the consequent disas- 
ter to our people which would follow in its 
train. Consequently, the economy we 
should practice should be a wise, intelligent 
and discriminating economy. 

It is this sort of economy which 1 feel

Public’s Wreng View. 

Now, it has come to my attention that all 
over the United States zealous and patriotic 
men and women, in the-belief that they are 
promoting the best interests of the country 
and in a praiseworthy attempt to join in the 
nation-wide movement for economy as rec<- 
ommended, are cutting out the use of every- 
thing but necessaries and are now eating 
and wearing and using the bare necessaries 
of life in the patriotic belief that they are 
promoting the best interests of the country 
and are thereby doing their “bit” by way of 
sacrifice to prove their devotion toe their 
country. 

But the net result of this movement, 
however praiseworthy in purpose, tnetead 
of alleviating the conditions, can, of course 
only aggravate them. To illustrate: The 
supply of necessaries fis limited and, more- 
over, ts short of the amount required. There 
is not enough, or barely enough now, to 
supply our people, our army and navy and 
our allies with the things that they must 
have. Now, of course, if all of our people 
abandon the use of everything except noces- 
saries, the drain and drive upon the supply 
of necessaries will be greatly increased. 


Should Maintain Diversity. 

This leads me to observe that true econo- 
my under war exigencies would be best sub- 
served by those who can afford it to draw 
mildly upon this supply and to try to satis- 
fy their needs as much as possible from 
supplies not coming within the category of 
necessaries. The greater the diversity in 
the use of foodstuffs, wearing apparel and, 
in short, of everything not within the term 
necessaries, the more obviously will the de- 
mand and the drive upon the necessaries be 
relieved, and the more plentiful, the cheaper 
and the more easily available will be the sup- 
ply of necessaries for the wage earners and 
the government, and the more plentiful and 
the more easily available, and, therefore, 
the cheaper will be the supply of necessaries 


required by the government for the exigen< <9

Leaders Together 


Mrs. Samutl Inman, chairman for 
Georgia of the Woman's Committee for 
National Defense, has called a meeting 
at her residence, 552 Peachtree street, 
Atlanta, Tuesday morning, June 26, at 
' 11 o'elock. 

The purpose of the meeting is to make 
plans for the unifying of the woman's 
organized forces in the state for the 
purpose of more defipite and correlated 
order of work, the government realiz- 
ing the value of the woman power of 
the country when properly systematiz- 
ed and directed. To the meeting have 
been invited presidents of the woman’s 
organizations of the state engaged in 
any form of relief work. 

Than Mrs. Inman there is no better 
equipped woman in the community to 
‘initiate the work of centralizing the 
effort of the patriotic women of the 
state. She represents the highest type 
of American womanhood, and is the 
widow of the late Samuel M. Inman, 
who, for his good deeds and noble cit- 
izenship, was called “Atlanta’s first 
citizen.” She is a native of i.aleigh 
N. C., and was Mildred McPheeters, 
daughter of the late Dr. William Mc- 
Pheeters, one of the most distinguished 
clergymen in the Presbyterian church 
in the south. She has resided in At- 
lanta since her marriage to Mr. Inman 
over twenty years ago, and she has 
been identified with the best accom- 
plishments of the women of the state 
along lines patriotic, educational and 
social. 

History of the Movement. 

About a year ago congress created 
a Council of National Defense, com- 
posed of six members of the cabinet 
(war, navy, agriculture, interior, com- 
merce and labor), to whom was en- 
trusted the preparation for our national 
defense. 

This Council of National Defense was 
authorized by congress (see army ap- 
Ppropriation act, approved August 29, 
1916), to create an advisory commit- 
tee to assist it in its work and to 
employ experts to conduct investiga- 
tions, and create committees and oth- 
er subordinate bodies to aid in carry- 
ing out its plans. Acting under this 
authority, the Council of National De- 
fense, on April 25, appointed a commit- 
pee of women, whose legal title is the 
“Women’s Committee of the Council 
of Nationa! Defense,” and whose duty 
it Is to co-ordinate ana correlate all 
the organizations of women which are 
interested in patriotic work to do away, 
as far as possible, with the duplication 
and overlapping of this work; to guide 
it into the channels that will be most 
helpful to the government, and to be 
the means:of conveying to the women 
thus engaged all of the information 
and valuable data which the govern- 
ment accumulated, as well as to Keep 
them in close touch with the immediate 
necessities of the defense preparation. 

The personnel of this committee is as 
follows: Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, 
chairman; Mrs. Phillip N. Moore, St. 
Louis; Mrs. Josiah E. Cowles, Califor- 
nia; Miss Maud Wetmore, Rhode Is- 
land; Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, New 
York; Mrs. Antoinette Funk, Illinois;

Plan of Organization. 

This woman's committee has pre- 
pared a plan for thoroughly organiz- 
ing each one of the forty-eight states 
and the District of Columbia. They 
hope to form, for the period of the war, 
a federation, or league, of all women's 
societies willing to co-operate in pa- 
triotic work, and to be the channel 
through which they may receive all of 
the advice and assistance which the 
xovernment of the United States can 
render. To.quote from their circular, 
“no organization will losé its identi- 
ty; existing machinery wil) be util- 
ized and centralized; women will work 
in their self-selected wroups, along 
lines of their chosen activities; no work 
will be interrupted, but co-ordinated 
and directed.” 

In each state a temporary chairman 
will call together the heads of state 
organizations of women who will meet 
and form themselves into a war coun- 
cil through which instructions from 
the government can promptly reach 
all the women of each state. 

As stated above, Mrs. Samuel M. In- 
man, of Atlanta, has been appointed 
temporary chairman for Georgia. She 
has called the initial meeting of the 
presidents of state organizations of 
woinen at her residence, 552 Peachtree 
street, on Tuesday, June 26, at 1) 
o'clock in the morning. 

At this meeting a permanent state 
Organization will be formed, officers 
elected, and immediate steps taken to 
carry out the instructions of the gov- 
ernment Aas to the registration of wom- 
en especially with a view to food con- 
servation. . 

Further Plans. 


A later step in the work of this state 
committee will be its appointment of 
temporary chairmen in towns and vil- 
lages who will in turn call together the 
heads of all local bodies of women for 
Similar co-ordination of war defense 
work. 

So, in time, a loose temporary or- 
ganization, which will include all the 
women of the state, will be created in 
all the wards of every town and all 
rural communities of every district. 

This organization will exist only dur- 
ing the war, and it will concern itself 
only with the defense work of its vari- 
ous component organizations. 

All plans of work which are sent out 
from Washington will be by direction 
of the Council of National Defense and 
the experts who compose its advisory 
committee. 

The first instructions which will 
reach the women of the state through 
the state committee will be under direc- 
tions from the department of agri- 
culture and the food commission.

TIA FINE REPORT 
FROM WALTER Hl 


Talks About the Great 
Growth of Movement. 


manship Club of Atlanta, and _ vice 
president of the Retail Credit Company 
of Atlanta, has just returned from De- 
troit, where he went to attend a gath- 
ering to complete the organization of 
the Salesamanship club movement, 
started in Detroit just a year ago. 

Four thousand delegates attended the 
big congress, and four days were con- 
sumed in hearing addresses from mas- 
ter salesmen in all lines of industry, 
and in other matters pertaining to 
completing the organization. 

From Atlanta, accompanying Mr. Hill 
to Detroit, was also unders Jones, 
vice president of Atlanta Stoveworks, 
and Dixon agg yf of Adair & McCar- 
ty Brothers Fertilizer company. 

On Friday evening, at an “echo” 
meeting, Mr. Hill told most interest- 
ingly the members of the Atlanta club 
about the Detroit meeting and about 
the progress being made in perfecting 
and making a grand success of the 
Salesmansh p club movement. 

“Four thougand salesmen from ev- 

ery line of industry and from every 
section of the United States were gath- 
ered in Detroit,’’ said Mr. Hill. 
..“This is a movement for ‘betterment 
of salesmanship.’ There is a tremen- 
dous waste in business and to the pub- 
lic through the inefficiency of the 
salesmen who distribute the world's 
goods, whether this be over the coun- 
try or through the signed order of the 
specialty or traveling salesmen. Sales- 
manship is now receiving the same 
analysis and scrutiny that we have 
already given to methods of production 
or to office routine. It ig a distinctly 
educational movement to teach sales 
people how to improve their methods 
and inrease their earning capacity and 
their value to their houses. 

“This movement has had a very re- 
markable growth in its firet year. 
There are now local clubs in 45 cities, 
and the total membership ig 16,000. 
Plans for the coming year will place 
clubs in 100 cities, with a total mem- 
bership of 100,000, The power of this 
organization for the betterment of 
business will be tremendous. A sales- 
man without training can sell he a 
and render service, but with training 
can average a higher per cent of sales 
and render a service that reaps a larger 
quota of future business. A failure to 
fnake a gale is a complete loss to all 
parties concerned, and a study of best 
practices will enable the salesman to 
reduce the per cent of times when he 
fatis to complete the sale. 

“This teaching is done very largely 
through lecturers sent out from head- 
quarters to speak to the local clubs 
twice a month. These lecturers will 
be consecutive in their line of thought 
and cover, in themselves, a practical 
course in salesmanship. In addition to 
this, the club is producing a literature 
of salesmanship. At this time there is 
proven'y no busines literature which 
- as full of the impractical 
as the literature on salesman- 
ship. A great deal of it Is unacientific 
and unsound. Its principles are often 
misleading and though there is a great

A rocky slope, sed 
to the scorching rays of the su er 
sun, would not grow fall potatoes. 
it is highly essential that the soil be 
finely and deeply repared and en- 
tirely free of weeds and grass some 
time previous to planting. 

“In planting, fertilizing and cultiva- 
tion, it is necessa to put the seed in 
deeper for the fall crop than for the 
spring crop, as the heat would destroy 
the seed piece if it were planted shal- 
low. Furrows about five or six inches 
deep should be run out with a straight 
shovel plow, the fertilizer scattered 
in the bottom of the furrow and thor- 
oughly mixed with the soil by running 
back through with the same plow, and 
the seed dropped in the bottom of the 
furrow and pressed down with the feet 
by stepping on each piece, and the same 
plow should be used for covering by 
runni on both sides of the furrow. 
When the plants begin to push through, 
the rows should be harrowed off. Plant- 
ing should always be done in the cool 
of the afternoon, or early morning. Cul- 
tivation should be frequent and per- 
formed with a shallow-running imple- 
ment and continued until the crop is 
assured. Two ee of cotton seed meal 
to ene part of acid phosphate at the 
rate of 500 pounds per acre is a good 
fertilizer.

Germany has regarded herself as on the 
verge of war with us since one of her 
submarines sank the Lusitania, and she 
deliberately forced us into war nearly 
two years later, after she had vainly 


waited for us to accept any of the dozen 


challenges she flung in our face from 
time to time. When she ordered Ameri- 
cans and American ships off the high 
seas she prepared to fight us at home, 
as the pwhblication of the Zimmermann 
note disclosed. 

One of these prophets whom failure 
does not discourage says Germany will 
sue for peace within a year. “because 
if Germany had all of Europe beaten. 
hopelessly beaten a year from now, Ger- 
many’s position would be worse than it 
is today; for 3,000 miles away she would 
then face an enemy with unlimited 
money and other resources, that would 
be ready with fleets, with submarines 
and with 20,000,000 men.” It is not that 
thi is untrue, but that Germany has 
shut her eves to the truth, which makes 
such predictions vain. Germany is run- 
ning amuck and she would fight us for 
the sake of the indemnities her govern- 


ment has told the people will be exacted 
from beaten foes to pay the cost of war. 
We would be the only country capable 

of paying, and with “all of Europe beat- 
“yl she would try to come here to col- 
ect. 

If we are so secure from attack by a 
victorious Germany, what have we to 
fear from Japan? The prophet who re- 
assures us about Germany has been 
telling us for two years that Japan wil! 
eat us up one of these days. One pre- 
diction contradicts the other. The way 
to force Germany to sue for peace is to 
defeat her in Europe. Germany has ap- 
pealed to the arbitration of the sword, 
and the verdict of that court is the one 
which will settle the time and the terms 
of peace.

At.a ball following at the Auditorium 
in honor of the visiting Rotarians, where 
four thousand people were present 
during the evening, a third of these 
beautifully gowned women, the costume 
of the Red Cross nurse stood out as the 
ascendigg figure. Mrs. Albert Thornton, 
Jr. chairman of the young women’s 
committee of the Atlanta branch of 
the Ked Cross, with forty of her work- 
ers in the nurses’ costume, acted as 
a reception committce. Before the gen- 
eral dancing began, it was announced 
that under their direction badges would 
be sold for the benefit of the Red 
Cross, and freewill offerings asked. 
Within twenty-minutes twenty-six hun- 
dred dollars had been raised for the 
Red Cross fund. Many from Canada, 
and the east and the west joined with 
the south, and the bidding for badges 
brought one hundred dollars for the 
first one; fifty for thea next three, and 
the others bringing from that amount 
down to five. In the auction eleven 
hundred dollars was raised and the re- 
mainder of the twenty-six hundred, 
filled the tin buckets of the young wom- 
eh in Red Cross costumes.

Farm W ‘iia W ork. 


Six thousand farm women are enrolled for definite work under the 
direction of the County Home Economics Agents in Georgia, in fifty-seven 
organized counties. These women are carrying on demonstrations in one 
or two, and in many instances, every one of the following aectfyities: Garden- 
ing, poultry raising, butter-making, bread-making, and the building and oper- 
ating of labor-saving devices and home conveniences, and they are organized, 
wherever possible, into clubs which meet regularly for the purpose of han- 
dling community problems, and are promoting community interests. 

In addition to the general garden work of providing vegetables for the 
family table, and for canning for winter use, special work is being done with 
soy beans, peanuts and potatoes, to be used as wheat flour substitutes. 

In the poultry work, with women, special attention is being given to the 
improvement of the farm flocks and for better egg production. All have 
learned to preserve eggs in water-glass for use when eggs are scarce and 
high in price, and demonstrations have been given in grading and packing 
eggs for co-operative marketing. The necessity for more poultry is being 
stressed, and thé need for allowing all young chicks to mature. — 

Demonstrations in butter-making are being carried on in nearly every 
county agent is being sold for no less than 40 cents per pound. Each demon- 
strator must use a brick-shaped mould, parchment paper and cardboard 
carton and an equipment of the following home-made devices: A butter 
worker, either a cooler or an iceless refrigerator and two paddies, one 
straight and one curved.

Asa rule, they 
are anxious to promote the extension 
work because they feel it is a definite 
movement in which they are essential- 
ly interes and whic ey can afford 
the most whole-hearted 
manner. The various farmers’ or {- 
zations existing in the county should be 
brought into line. The o als, as a 
rule, are progressive and liberal and 
will lend their aid. There are philan- 
thropists in every community if the 
agent can find them end enlist their 
sympathies and support. It will have 
been an undertaking worth while. 
Then, 6f course, in every county there 
are various special agencies which I 
need not enumerate, but whose support 
is worth securing and which can fre- 
quently be obtained if they are ap- 
proached inthe right manner. If these 
co-operative agencies are aligned and 
the agent possesses desirable personal- 
ity, excellent work should be done in 
home economics in that county through 
its state Smith-Lever or other funds 
and the- United States department of 
agriculture through the federal Smith- 
Lever or other available funds provide 
one-half of the agent's salary. The lo- 
cal community is asked to provide the 
other half. 2 

An effort is made, as a rule, to se- 
cure the money through a recognized 
agency, such as e county board of 
education, though sometimes the com- 
missioners of roads and revenues make 
the appropriation, and in a few in- 
stances, capeneey when the work is 
first started, it has been supported by 
bankers, boards of trade, women’s clubs, 
or even by individuals. 

We prefer, however, to have the 
work recognised and supported by an 
authoritative local ency by reason 
of the greater stability assured. 

a rule we have found the local agencies 
with money at their command willin 

to appropriate half the funds nested 
for the maintenance of the agent and 
in some instances to exceed the funds 
available through the college and the 
penned States department of agricul- 

re. 


The reason for desiring local support 
is self-evident. It means a greater in- 
crease in the funds available for the 
employment of agents. It assures a 
greater local interest in the work: 
makes the agents feel a larger meas- 
ure of responsibility, and hence ex- 
ercise more diplomacy than might oth- 
erwise true. Our expertence in- 
dicates that we have secured much bet- 
ter results from our agents when lo- 
cal support has been available 
where it was ee sage 5 

With regard to the appointment of 
agents, the contracts are drawn at the 
college and approved by the executive 
officer and the extension director. The 
salary is fixed upon by mutual agree- 
ment. The appointment is made solely 
by the college and confirmed by the 
states relations office. The qualifica- 
tions of the agents are ed u by 
the college authorities. The duties are 
jointly outlined by the college through 
its extension division and the states 
relations office and reports.

Annual Fairs. 


As a result of the canning club or- 
ganizations hundreds of schools in 

rgia now have an annual fair and 
contest at which scholarships are 
awarded to the short courses held an- 
nually at the State College of Agri- 
culture. Thus, the school has been

Famous “Mitre” Hotel Re- 
gains Popular | Favor.

MERICAN artists who longed for 
some war work more active than 
painting posters have begun to 
find it. They are forming a 
United. States wing of the 
“Camouflage.” 

This mysterions word is de- 
scriptive of a huge French de- 
partweut of artful trickery, a department to which 
only the most skilled painters and color authorities 
can belong. It has saved no one knows how many 
lives, how many cannon, how many carloads of man 
and gun food. Its membership has been depleted 
time and again by death; but always the loyal art- 
ists of France have filled up the ranks again and 
kept the very necessary work going. 

“The Camoufiage” is a corps of painters who go 
about with paint and brush, concealing all the mill- 
tary equipment and. activities possible. They per- 


TI 


form these miracles by clever pieces of color execu-, 


tion, painting whole railroad trains so that from an 
aviator’s situation far above they look like grassy 
fields or dirt roads and are indistinguishable. An- 
other part of their work is to conceal cannon by 
hanging painted canvas above them. Horses and 
men have been literally painted out of real land- 
scape. Snipers creeping into the thickets to pick off 
enemies receive an elaborate coat of facial and 
clothing paint which makes them blend almost com- 
pletely with the scenery. When a sniper is crouch- 
ing in a shaded nook he is painted in’mottled colors 
so that the sunlight and shadows conceal him by 
similarity. | 

Long stretches of road have been imitated 
on wide strips of screen and placed in position dur- 
ing the night, so that when the German aviators 
loéked down in the morning they were able to re- 
port to their artillery that nothing was passing 
down this much-traveled path. At that very time, 
however, underneath this strip of canvas which lied 
80 amiably about its state of inactivity hundreds of 
French cannon. were rumbling to the front, com- 
fortable in the assurance that the airmen above 
them were searching for them elsewhere. | 

At times whole towns have been painted on these 


“gigantic screens, and so cleverly painted on. that 


the Germans have not deigned to shell them on ac- 
count of their innocence. Master brushes have given 
houses, streets, trees and background skies so real- 


istic an appearance that no human eye could detect 
them from nature. | 

Outposts fer pickets, spies and snipers have been 
constructed out of the most innocent objects. Huge 
boulders lying in “No Man's Land” have been re- 
moved under cover of darkness and artificial rocks. 
constructed of painted wooden frames, under which 
a man and his rifle may be hidden, have been put 
in their places in the night, so that when dawn came 
again the sniper might in perfect safety shoot down 
such enemies as came to the loopholes. 

It is told that once a dead horse was removed 
from a ‘hilltop which commanded a view of the’ Ger- 
man position and a painted artificial horse with a 
lookout inside put in its place under cover of ‘the 
dark. By this means much important information 
was relayed to the French commanders, who were 
conneeted with the pseudo horse corpse by telephone. 

Experiments have been made by the French 


» masters of color along the line of concealing men by 


day and by night in their creeping, crouching ad- 
vances across exposed positions. The uniforms of 
the men who make night attacks are dashed and 
splotched with dull silver streaks so that under the 


‘spotlights of the Germans they will give the im- 


pression of inert bodies tangled in barbed wire or 
covered as they fell by rifles and bayonets. 

The faces of the men are often darkened to a 
muddy brown so that no glimpse of white will be- 
tray their true nature. ; 

France owns its indebtedness in this protective 
color science to the American Indian, who painted 
his face and nude body to blend with nature so that 


‘in his ambuscades he might creep upon his enemies 


unseen. It is customary to think of the painted 
Indian as he was when going on his raids, decorated 
wildly with bright colors which added to the fierce 
ness of his facial. expression and which struck ter- 
ror into the: hearts of those who opposéd him for 
the first time. Picturesque as was this phase of the 
In@ian coloring, it was.not in frequency nearly as 
considerable as his more artful concealment by 
tricks of colors. He could with plant and earth 
dyes ‘make himself become to all intents and pur- 
poses part.of the ground to which he hugged or sop 
of the tree trunk to which he clung: 

‘He, in his turn, owned his indebtedness to the 
birds and beasts of the forest. The quail in: the 
weeds is as brown as the herbage about it; its back

snakes, leopards, gazelles, giraffes all are marked so. 
The lion is of a duller dun hue, but one which is 
beautifully adapted to the rocks and veldts — 
he stalks. 


That man should have in the heyday of his civ- 
ilization, when the painted Indian: had been rele 


gated almost to. mythland, had recourse’ to these 


savage methods of protection is marvelous, and yet 
it is too common for remark in the ranks of the 
European soldiers. 


While not strictly a part of “Camouflage,” the 


allies’ scheme of covering their batteries with 
branches of trees is closely akin to the science of 
painting out objects. In it “Camouflage” had its 
European .birth, for in the early days of the war, 
before the artists began to busy themselves with 
screens, the soldiers in the field hit upon the leaf 
covering as the best way of thwarting the German 
airplane observers. : 

This in itself was nothing new. It had been 
used in other wars as a disguise not from. the air 
but from the fore. It will be remembered that 
when Macduff’s army moved upon the castle of 
Macbeth in Shakespeare’s play it came marching 
behind a cloud of tall tree limbs.borne by the front 


\ ranks to conceal the numbers and character of the 


attacking party. 

Thus was the old prophecy “Till Birnam wood 
remove to Dunsinane”’ fulfilled. 

“Camouflage” itself means “throwing dust in 


one’s eyes” and is 4 word in the French argot. 
France has led the other nations in this new 
science largely because the French are the world’s 
greatest handlers of color. Impressionism, the lat- 
est-great movement in art, which introduced to the 
world the science of putting strong and vigorous 
colors in paintings, began in France. Monet and 
Manet, the two originators of the school, made the 
varying shades of sunlight the principal thing in 
their pictures and set thousands of painters follow- 
ing their new principles. Modern America today 
has been tremendously influenced by their teachings 
and is to a great degree “impressionistic.” Young 
students are everywhere taught the methods of this 
school. { France knew the fine points of color, hence 
their proficiency in hiding their troops. America 
has learned much of color mastery, hence its -en- 
thusiasm for “Camouflage” and the presence of its 
committee of 100 artists who will carry out the 
United States army's part of the work in France. 
Among this number are such well-known names as 
Paul Dougherty, Abbott Thayer, George de Forest 
Brush, FE. H. Blashfield, Herbert Adams, J. Alden 
Wetr, William A. Mackay, Barry Faulkner, Daniel 
French and. Cass Gilbert. 

Hundreds. of artists not included as yet in the 
actual organization. are preparing, it is stated, to 
join this work and to make the section of the allied

To Distinguish Men and Ranks in Army 


OR the army the insignia on the shoulder loop 

are the most easily distinguishable. The marks 
for commissioned officers are as follows: 

General—The coat of arms of the United States 
and two silver stars. 

Lieutenant General—One large silver star and 
two small silver stars. 

Major General—Two silver stars. 

Brigadier General—One silver star. 

Colonel—A silver spread eagle. 

Lieutenant Colonel—A silver leaf. 

Major—aA gold leaf. ; 

Captain—Two silver bars. 

Lieutenant—One silver bar. . 

Chaplain—A Latin cross of silver. 

The second lieutenant, lowest in rank of the com- 
missioned officers, wears no insignia on the shoulder 
strap, but he may be distinguished from enlisted 
men by the presence on the collar of gold markings 
and also }»r the fact that his leggings are of leather, 
while those of enlisted men are of canvas. 

The following insignia denote to which branch 
‘of the service the wearer belongs: 

Adjutant General's Department—A shield. 

Inspector General’s Department—A sword and 
fasces, crossed and wreathed and the inscription 
“Droit et Avant.” 

Judge Advocate General’s Department—A sword 
and pen, crossed and wreathed.

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Book Reviews in Tabloid 


Readers of “Mr. Britling Sees 
Through It” will turn with interest to 
“God, the Invisible King,” the latest 
book by H. G. Wells, in which the au- 
thor gives an account of the God to 
which Mr. Britling finally turned for 
comfort and solace and which, the au- 
thor believes, is the deity of a renas- 
cent religion which has been crystal- 
lized by the sufferings of the great war. 

Those of us who have followed Mr. 
Wells through his marvelous stories 
of the <p, fea and through his 
later gripping character studies will 
find here none of the literary crafts- 
manship which characterizes his pre- 
vious works. It is first and last a sim- 
ple book on theology, a straightforward 
exposition of a religion which Mr. 
Wells says is being evolved in the 
trenches of Europe—a religion which 
he contends is soon to sweep the world. 

Mr. Wells’ theology will doubtless 
prove esgete wre 4 to both the orthodox 
Christian and the free thinker, for, on 
the one hand, we find him rejecting 
the Christian;belief on the ground that 
the doctrines of the Trinity, despite 
ecclesiastical explanations, is after all 
but a form of polytheism and, on the 
other hand, suggesting a dualistic the- 
ory which presents two very distinct 
Gods, one a 'Finite Being who fights 
shoulder to shoulder with mankind for 
the advancement of the world, and an- 
other, removed, indistinct—the Veiled 
Being and probable creator of the uni- 
verse. Wells is very sure about the 
personal, finite God, the Redeemer of 
the World. He realizes, however, that 
a finite being will not answer the prob- 
lem presented by the mysteries of the 
universe, and it is to supply this want 
that he suggests the Veiled A spy about 
whose existence, however, he professes 
complete agnosticism. 

The Finite Being, the Invisible King, 
is described by Wels as the collective 
mind and purpose of the human race, 
and yet something more than this. “He 
is not merely the best of all of us,” he 
writes, “but a Being in Himself, com- 
posed of that but more than that, as 
a temple is more than a gathering of 
stones or as a regiment ig more than 
an accumulation of men.” 

There is undoubtedly something very 
warm and appealing about Wells’ con- 
ception of the Invisible King. He, too, 
is fighting onward and upward and 
can only succeed as the human race 
moves onward and upward. Like the 
captain of a regiment He is dependent 
on the individual members enlited un- 
der His command.

RIVALRY OF VELVET BEAN 
AND THE PEANUT. 

Valuable as the velvet bean is, how- 
ever, just at present, the farmers in 
that section of Georgia are banking 
very heavily on the peanut as a money- 
producing crop. Statistics show the 
average yield of peanuts in the Unit- 
ed States is a fraction over thirty-four 
bushels per acre, and it is well estab- 
lished that last year, in some  in- 
stances, the crop yields amounted to 
one hundred and twenty-five bushels 
per acre. The crop is not an expen- 
sive one to grow, requiring very little 
cultivation as compafed to cotton, and 
the price at this time, which ia, of 
course, unusual, makes the crop look 
almost as good ae cotton (if not en- 
tirely so) at twenty-five cents per 
pound. I was told that in south Geor- 
gia many agents of cotton seed oil 
companies, which have equipped their 
plants with peanut crushing machin- 
ery, were offering contracts to produc- 
ers for this year’s crop at $1.86 to $1.50 
per bushel. After extracting the oil 
from the peanuts the residue makes 
wonderful food for hogs. But this fs

Ghe knows all 
about animals, and gives “first aid” 
to an ailing pig, a walling calf as eas- 
lly as she presides over her own stc- 
céssful little garden and. poultry yard. 
She knows the ways of the prize hunt- 
ing dogs, and cares for them, and she 
knows every worth while white end 
eclored family in Lee and Dougherty, 
counties. She has no use for a lazy 
white man or eshiftless nigger, and 
could well direct herself the activities

As I sat with her on, the steps of her | 
neat little cottage, th beds of ver- 
benas on each éide, the flowers threat- 
ened it seemed every moment by little 
chickens not yet even broiling size, I 
interviewed her on the exodus of the 
negro, now 80 much discussed in that 
section of the state.

Gerful crop, and between the rows of 
corn could de seen lines of velvet 
beans. As we rode into the ®ack of the 
premises I noticed a group of some 
seven or eight young negroes of all 
ages standing with buckets and their 
faces radiant with smiles. : 

“What are they waiting for—dinner? 
I asked. 

‘No, these are the dSlackberry dealers. 
They had come with their daily supply 
of fruit, for Mra. Little is both canning 
and preserving her fruit. She has a 
complete canning outfit and has canned 
so far beans and tometoes, and made 
mayhaw jelly, blackberry jam and pre- 
served and canned other products, She 
has had great success with her truck 
farming, and her potatoes have been 
considered among the best crops in that 
part of the state. She finds « ready 
market for all that she has to sell and 
is one of the many women ladd owners 
in south Geotgie who are doing fully 
their part toward the food production 
the south is expected to afford. 


How a Geo Girl Is 
Doing Her Bit. 


There are many different forms of 
preparedness in the present crisis, and 
the struggjes to do their part are being 
described by Women in many quarters. 
Mrs. H. B. Wey, chairman of the Stu- 
dent Aid committee of the Georgia Fed- 
eration of Women's Clubs, a commit- 
tee formed to keep a fund from which 
Geserving girls may obtain loans to get 
an educational chance, has received in 
Rher reports this year many letters 
which indicate the struggles for pre- 
paredness many girls have to make. 
From one of these, a beneficiary of the 
loan fund, Mrs. Wey recently received 
the following letter: 

“IT have given up all plans for going 
to a summer school. My father has 
been on the farm in county since 
March. He has planted about 15 acres 
in foodstuffs and wants me to come 
and keep house for him during the 
summer. We will can and preserve 
much fruit and vegetables, In this way 
we will save a good deal of expense 
and have something to live on next fall 
and winter. All my brothers have join- 
ed the army but one, and he may have 
to go soon. That leaves me to pay 
all expenses for father and myself. 
Pather’s health isn’t good and he is 
anxious for m@ to come down to be 
| with him. I don’t want to go at all, 
but I’m willing to give up things for 
my father. I’ve just sent him $40 to 
buy a cow. I'm telling you all these 
things so you can eee what I’m doing 
with my $50 each month. I don’t think 
P’'m. wasteful, because after board, laun- 
dry and other expenses are paid I have 
very little left. Then that has to go 
to care for father. I'm busy now with 
closing my school. I work from 5 a. m. 
to 10 p. m If I possibly can I will 
stop in ‘Atlanta, as I want to see you 
and talk with you.
